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REVISING THE RIBA CONSTITUTION 

HE reconstitution of the RIBA Council and that of other committees of 

the Royal Institute should be considered not as an academic exercise in 
representation but in relation to present and future policies and trends. During 
its earlier history the Institute represented mainly the private practitioners; 
this was accepted philosophically by their assistants, most of whom cherished 
an ambition of independent practice and were sympathetic to policies which 
protected the practiiioner’s interests. Today the situation is very different; 
the proliferation of large offices means that comparatively few of the new 
entrants to the profession can end their careers either as principals in private 
practice or as responsible heads of architectural departments in government, 
industry or commerce. The * bosses’ of the future are likely to be a very small 
minority. Of the remainder only a few can be expected to resist the temptation 
to fret under a growing sense of frustration which must make it difficult to 
vote wisely and in the best interests of architects and architecture. 

Such a pessimistic picture presupposes that the existing functions of the 
profession will change but little. This, however, is improbable. The package 
deal and other influences are at work increasing the traffic between the 
* profession’ and the * trade.” There would seem to be little doubt that this 
must increase further and bring about a relaxation of the * strictly professional ’ 
policy of the Institute, a consequent broadening of opportunities for architects 
and, in due course, joint training and a more healthy attitude to design. A 
more lively and useful Institute would result, and it would consist essentially 
of three groups of members—private practitioners, salaried heads of depart- 
ments, and the large remainder of employed architects. There might well be 
a fourth category of architect-builders. Each of these groups would require 
indeed they already demand—very different services from the Institute. The 
private practitioner’s desire for a Code of Conduct and a Scale of Fees that 
will protect him from less principled brethren (in whatever position) is not 
shared by employed architects of any kind. The employed assistant is not 
seriously concerned with guidance and help on practice matters since he 
expects to be instructed on these by his chief. whether the latter be a prac- 
titioner or a department head. All categories are interested in qualification 
standards, but the private practitioner is not concerned (except obliquely) with 
salary scales or negotiations, nor is he likely to recognise them unless under 
duress. Not only do the services of the Institute vary but so do the cost and 
value of them. 


Any rational reconstitution of the Institute should take these factors into 
account. There would seem to be good reason for differential subscriptions 
—as a contemporary of ours has already suggested. But with these must 
surely be coupled differential representation. Each group must be assured 
of adequate representation, especially in respect of those matters which 
particularly concern it. 


A reconstitution on these ines can only follow a reappraisal of the functions 
of the Institute in the light of the Charter and an unequivocal decision on 
whether the Institute is to accept responsibility for such matters as salary nego- 
tiations and scales of fees. The interim proposals of the Constitutional 
Committee leave the interests of minorities entirely unprotected. The private 
practitioners, for example, would be in an untenable position if they were to 
have imposed upon them, by a Council truly representative of the majority 


of the Institute, an unacceptable scale of salaries or fees. That such an 
eventuality is highly improbable now is no excuse for not incorporating safe- 
guards for the future when the structure, balance and temper of the Institute 
may change considerably. Their omission may cost the profession its unity.

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Notes of the Week 


A Dane at Oxford? 


Nasi news (first given in The Builder 
of last week) that the building com- 
mittee deputed to make arrangements for 
the design of the proposed St. Catherine’s 
College at Oxford is considering giving 
the commission to Mr. Arne Jacobsen, 
the distinguished Danish architect, has 
caused some raised eyebrows. At least 
two schools are discernible. One believes 
that some interchange of architects is a 
good thing in a world that, as regards the 
arts, is at least civilised; the second 
school takes the view that St. Catherine, 
through her building committee, has 
delivered British architecture a consider- 
able backhander, 

But there is a third school which, while 
agreeing with both these view-points, 
believes that we in Great Britain are now 
beginning to pay the price for 30 years 
of architectural full-time education 
dominated by teachers who own to no 
accepted theory and, by reason of remote- 
ness from practice, all too often hardly 
know what they are teaching. Architec- 
ture, in short, is being taught in a void, 
and will continue to be until the direction 
of architectural education is planned 
under practical architects. 

> . * 


WHATEVER the merits of this argument, 
architects generally and the Board of 
Architectural Education in _ particular 
should give some thought to the situation 
that may arise at Oxford. There is no 
doubt that the St. Catherine’s syndics 
would hardly look towards Denmark or 
any other foreign country had they liked 
what they see going up in Oxford at the 
present time. This is not, of course, to 
say that University dons are necessarily 
right in their architectural opinions; 
sometimes, in fact, their dialectic skill is 
ahead of their aesthetic judgment. But 
that cannot distort the fact that a great 
University has looked elsewhere than to 
Great Britain for a designer. Education- 
ists should ask themselves the reasons 
why. 


The Cardiff Conference 


ANYONE who can achieve the privilege 
of sitting-in at one of the meetings of the 
South Wales Architects’ Committee that 
is planning the British Architects Con- 
ference of June next cannot fail to recog- 
nise that Welsh architects are all set to 
make this meeting a tremendous success. 
For Cardiff is a most interesting city, 
architecturally as well as _ socio- 
economically, and the saga of the House 
of Bute and the City Fathers should pro- 
vide just the right background music for 
a conference which will discuss the archi- 
tect’s contribution to efficiency.

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brick with floors reinforced concrete suspended above 
the cellar and the first floor is supported by steel columns 
bearing on the brickwork. One 4-in. steel column in the 
saloon bar supports the main beam which is incorporated 
in the thickness of the ceiling. 





The domestic character of the front elevation is due to the 
town planning ruling that it must have three storey frontage 
harmonising with existing buildings. The odd shape of the 
public bar was arrived at because the local authority re- 
quired the side road to be widened and the bar is set out 
on a centre line to accommodate the road angle. 

In the saloon bar the architect designed the fireplace with 
its free standing circular flue, also all the counter fittings 
including the combined advertising and lighting fitting 
above the bar.

UEEN’S GARDENS is a large 

rectangular open space in the city 
centre of Hull, which was formed in 1937 
by filling in an old dock. 


Apart from the Wilberforce Monument 
at the north end, the Gardens are character- 
less, being for the most part an uneven 
expanse of grass, bisected by roads with 
traffic roundabouts at each end. 

The Corporation, having decided that 
the Gardens should be the principal civic 
centre for the City, appointed the architect 
to prepare a new design, to act as consulting 
architect for the surrounding buildings and 
to design the new College of Technology 
which stands at the end of the Gardens 
behind the Wilberforce Monument. 


The new design takes the traffic out of 
the Gardens, leaving them as a unified 
pedestrian precinct bounded by buildings. 
The design exploits the very strong vista 
down the centre of the Gardens, termin- 
ated by the Wilberforce Monument and 
closes it by the nine-storey building of the

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College of Technology. The broad drive down the centre 
of the Gardens is taken up and converted into a lawn. 
The avenue of trees and the footpaths at either side of the 
old drive remain on their present line and are connected 
at intervals by paved gardens. The paved areas are sunk 
below the general level of the Gardens and hedged. 

The northern roundabout, which made an island of the 
Wilberforce Monument, is taken out and the area paved 
to form a forecourt to the College. 

Three large pools are incorporated in the new design 
as a link with the former use of the Gardens. A pool at 
the northern end is overlooked by a terrace opposite the 
College. The terrace wall, facing the pool, is a sculptured 
stone panel 37 ft. 6 in. long, designed by Robert Adams. 

The other two pools are placed as a mirror symmetry

at the other end of the Gardens. Overlooking one of 
these is a paved terrace, with which is associated a Winter 
Garden and small public restaurant. 


The new buildings down the long sides of the Gardens 
will be to a standard height of four storeys, forming long 
side walls to the space. Low side wings link the Technical 
College to the buildings on the flanks. 


Considerable progress has already been made in carrying 
out the scheme. The first section of the College is working 
and the tall block is under construction. The roundabout 
isolating the Wilberforce Monument has been removed 
and before long the road crossing the Gardens will be 
taken up. The whole of the new garden layout at the 
north end is planned for completion in 1959.

To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—Whether or not the decision to 
limit the competition for Churchill 
College was made by the Trustees alone

The proposed competition between twenty 
architects of widely varying reputations 
would seem to have neither the safeguards 
of the former nor the opportunities of the 
latter, Can it be that some of the selected 
twenty would be ineligible for the former 
and unwilling to compete in the latter? The 
willingness of the President and other promi- 
nent architects to assess a competition which 
unfairly discriminates against the majority 
of the profession implies their acceptance of, 
and genera! agreement with this choice. 

Am I alone, Sir, in deploring this unfor- 
tunate decision?

I would like to add that no 
ether professional bcdy has raised the 
point with us before.’ 

I think it is very interesting to note the 
last sentence; it would appear there is one 
law for the architect and another for the 
solicitor, etc.—or is it perhaps that our 
Registration Council is somewhat more sen- 
sitive in such matters than the Law Society 
and the RICS? If this is so, it is most sur- 
prising, for most of us know the present day 
practice employed by some architects—some 
of them well-known firms—of sending specu- 
lative schemes to prospective clients, known 
and unknown, of undercurrent touting, of 
attempts to usurp the position of brother 
architects (of which I have personal experi- 
ence recently), and so on.

Anybody who is the least acquainted with 
Holland House wil! know that Mr. Eden, as 
Architect-in-Charge of Historic Buildings of 
the London County Council, has been inti- 
mately concerned with this work of restora 
tion. Remarkable for his modesty, as for his 
scholarship, Mr. Eden is the last person, I 
suspect, to take up the cudgels on his own 
behalf. Permit me therefore to do so for 
him. 

All this provides an apt reminder that 
eminence and prominence are two very 
different qualities which do not necessarily 
combine.

Underfloor Electrical Heating 


To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—In your issue of January 23, page 
198, you published a comment on under 


floor heating costs under the heading 
‘Underfloor Electrical Heating—High Cost 
Protest.” This, unfortunately, paints a mis- 
leading picture. 

Before embarking on the use of this type 
of heating for multi-storey flats, the Corpor 
ation made a very detailed study of the cost 
to the tenant of various forms of space heat- 
ing and hot water supply, and these con 
firmed that the use of solid fuel still offered 
better value than any other method. How- 
ever, in blocks of more than five storeys in 
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height, solid fuel is ruled out because of the 
high cost of constructing flues and the 
limitations which the latter place on 
planning. 

Comparative figures were given for central 
heating by oil fired boilers, coal and coke 
fired boilers, for space heating by electricity 
using radiant fires, and for space heating by 
gas. It seemed quite clear from these figures 
that next to solid fuel, the use of sub-floor 
heating would prove cheapest to the tenants, 
giving an average’ figure somewhere 
between Ils. and per week for space 
heating and hot water supply, always 
assuming that a special tariff was avail- 
able for off-peak loads. 

These figures were cross-checked with 
authorities known to have had sub-floor heat- 
ing in use for some time and were confirmed 
There were, of course, odd variations, but 
on investigation these were found to be 
people who volunteered the information that 
they were chilly mortals who always spent 
a good deal more on heating than their 
neighbours. 

Our schemes in Birmingham have not been 
in operation long enough to give a whole 
year’s figures, but we are able to quote the 
average for tenants using the system 
regularly on the Hawkesley Moat Estate. 
These figures cover consumption between 
November 3, 1958 and January 5, 1959, and 
even over these cold months the average 
only amounts to 9s. 2d. per week. On 
another estate the analysis over the same 
period shows an average per flat of Ils. 3d. 
per week. 

As many authorities are experimenting 
with this type of heating, which has big 
possibilities so far as multi-storey housing 
is concerned, I shall be grateful if you will 
give publicity to the fact that the average, 
as checked by my own officers from actual 
meter readings, amounts to 9s. 2d. on one 
estate and Ils. 3d. per week on another.

“SNOWDONIA NATIONAL PARK,’ the 
second official guide book to Britain's 
National Parks, has recently been pub- 
lished (HMSO), price 5s.

Consulting Engineers : This earlier building terminated in a squat tower, and in 
OVE ARUP & Partners order to avoid the two-storey extension dwarfing the 
original design the new first-floor laboratories have been 
built partly within the roof space, resulting in upstairs 
rooms defined by plywood-clad roof trusses and largely 
lit from a range of high level dormer windows

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The new building continues the main external walling 
materials of the old, using coursed rubble with ashlar 
quoins.

A single 
diaper pattern of windows has been used on the west face, 
while on the east side, where internal planning of the 
laboratories produces demonstration areas within which 
windows would be a source of glare, the only window is a 
large staircase bay which acts as a focus and stop to the 
range of old and new buildings.

The new block is constructed with 16} in. thick load- 
bearing walls, with random Doulting stone facing and 
brick backing and with dressed stone quoins. The first 
floor is in in situ reinforced concrete beams and terra- 
cotta pots and the roof has timber trusses with aluminium 
sheet covering on timber purlins. 

The window surrounds, mullions and copings are in 
artificial stone and the infill panels between windows are 
exposed aggregate slabs. 

Internally the laboratories have walls of fair faced 
brickwork, plaster, mahogany and beech-faced plywood, 
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and ceilings of plaster and perforated acoustic tiles and 
beech boarding. Exposed trusses are clad in beech-faced 
plywood. 

The floors are mahogany strip and the benches have 
mahogany frames with beech doors and afrormosia’work- 
tops. 

The corridors and stairs have walls and ceilings finished 
in plaster, oak block floors and staircase treads and 
risers in York stone. 


The science block is the first of a range of buildings 
now under construction at Downside School. It was 
Officially opened in November, 1958, and two new resi- 
dential houses for the boys and an assembly hall are due 
to be completed during the current year.

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HOTEL PLANNING TRENDS 


1.—Below Guest-Room Floor

ARRIVAL AND DEPARTURE: PARKING 

N those hotels which provide public dining or banqueting 

rooms in addition to residents’ dining rooms—and the 
majority of post-war hotels of 200 bedrooms and over are in 
this category—separate entrances are usually provided for the 
public away from residents’ entrance. 
Ideally, each entrance should have an 
adjacent car park, or a garage park below 
ground, but to achieve either on an hotel 
site in a city usually means loss of revenue 
on shopping frontage or, if a garage is 
provided, involves going lower than base- 
ment and sub-basement floors which are 
normally taken up by kitchen, stores, plant 
and staff accommodation. 

It would appear that in new hotels in 
the centre of cities, the banqueting side 
may well have to continue, as in London, 
to use street parking, metered or otherwise, 
within limits prescribed by the police. As 
the office population which usually 
surrounds the hotel district is gone by the 
time the banqueting population arrives, 
car space can usually be found, if at some 
distance, and the use of the vacated spaces 
appears at least logical. 

The number of car-parking spaces per 
guest room required by Local Authorities 
is a variable quantity. In some areas the 
LCC require one park per five guest rooms 
with the prescribed dimensions shown in 
Fig. 1. 

Looking at some solutions of the car- 
parking problem in American hotels, the 
Beverly Hilton (450 bedrooms, architect, 
Wm. B. Tabler), about 8 miles from the centre of Los Angeles, 
has an open type of site which allows extensive car parking 
round the hotel; in addition a 600-car basement garage is 
provided, giving total provision for 1,000 cars. 

The biock plan (Fig. 2) shows a separate car entrance for 
public function rooms, and the main forecourt has covered 
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access for residents and a central ramp to basement garage, 
shown in Fig. 3. 

At Dallas, the Statler Hilton (architect : Wm. B. Tabler) has 
a small car park contained in the forecourt at the sacrifice of 
some shop area, but the main parking facilities, as shown in 
Fig. 4, are on a parking site and in an open multi-storey park 
close to the hotel at the rear, accommodating a total of 800 cars. 

The Berlin Hilton (architects: Pereira & Luckman (USA) 
and Schwebes & Schoszberger (Berlin)), due to be completed this 
year, has 350 guest rooms. It is situated near the Zoo. Provision 
has been made for a park for 400 cars adjacent to the banqueting 
and guest entrances.

Few of the post-war Continental hotels provide much off- 
street car parking. An exception is the Europa at Salzburg 
(architects : Josef Becvar and Heinrich Reitstatter) which has 
104 bedrooms (Fig. 5). Public restaurants are at roof level. A 
side road gives access to a second main entrance at the rear, and 
a car park for about 50 cars, which is attractively screened by a 
tree belt as shown in the diagram. 

Goods, service and staff entrance is usually sited in a position 
on a secondary road offering the best facility for unloading. In 
the Europa, Salzburg, and the Beverly Hilton the service entrance 
is quite close to the main entrance but entered off a different 
road. In one recent USA example, the Sheraton at Philadelphia, 
built over a railway track, a separate ground floor loading bay is 
provided for maintenance service about 150 ft. from the hotel 
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Fig. 4. Car-park, Dallas Statler Hotel 
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its complex requirements, the columns 
penetrate the room shapes in a carefree 
way. 

Vertical circulation between offices and 
departments is employed where it is con- 
sidered it will cut time in staff travel ; e.g., 
the hotel reception on ground floor com- 
municates vertically down through the 
accounts and sales department in basement 
and the housekeeping department in main 
basement. 

The following points in the plans are of 
interest. A large two-way trolley lift con- 
nects from the basement goods entry to the 
lower basements, and up to main kitchen 
and banquet kitchen; the maintenance 
shops are close to this lift. Three service 
lifts connect from sub-basement to guest 
room floors, and the valeting room is 
placed opposite the lift group 

Also of interest is the very large laundry 
area in main basement (about 9,000 sq. ft.) 
and the large area required for boilers and

entrance on the principal frontage, the other service entrance 
being at the rear. This hotel provides escalators from ground 
floor to banqueting rooms on first floor. They may be even 
more helpful in the reverse direction ! 


SHOPPING FRONTAGE 

Although rentable shopping frontage has in the past frequently 
been provided in big hotels, greater emphasis is now placed on 
revenue from shop development in new construction, particularly 
in some American examples. The following examples show 
comparative areas of ground floor shops : 

Percentage area of ground floor occupied by shops 

Statler, Dallas " ~_ 17 Hilton, Beverly _... as 33 
Sheraton, Philadelphia ... 22 Astoria, Lucerne ... . 19 

The hotel shops in latest USA examples frequently follow the 
arrangement in the Statler-Washington, having a second frontage 
to the hotel corridor. The Sheraton in Philadelphia has a 
continuous shop frontage, except for hotel entrances. In the 
Statler-Dallas the shop units are approximately 23 ft. in width 
and vary in depth from 44 ft. to 25 ft. Attractive shops add 
light and colour to hotel lobbies. A disadvantage may be lack 
of control of non-residents’ access from shop to corridor, but no 
doubt this is outweighed by higher rentals obtained. 

Most of the indigenous post-war hotels on the Continent 
few compare with USA examples—tend to provide public 
restaurants and lounge bars on ground floor rather than shops. 


ACCOMMODATION BELOW GUEST ROOM FLOOR 


The plans of the five floors, below guest room floors, at the 
Statler-Dallas are illustrated. In this hotel, with 1,000 bedrooms, 
a shallow Y-shape was chosen for the guest room floor. A 
similar plan form is used in the Beverly-Hilton. Maximum 
walking distance of 170 ft. from lift to bedroom in the Statler- 
Dallas is about as low as it could be for the number of rooms 
served. 

At Dallas the structural grid is two rows of r.c. columns at 
23 ft. centres set back 8 ft. from the frontages with slab beams 
cantilevered out to them. Apart from structural aspects, the 
reduction of the overall width of the stanchion grid appears to 
be an advantage in the planning of the ground- and first-floor 
public spaces. Through the guest rooms, the columns on plan 
are thinned out to become wall panels. In the basement, with

mechanical services (about 12,000 sq. ft.), 
air conditioning being employed through- 

out the hotel 
In the ground floor plan, the lifts are 
The plan shows placed as close as possible to the main 
entrance, with the reception counter, 
offices and telephones to the left, away 
from the lounge, as seems to be preferred in most American 
plans. The lounge is also reached by a side-street entrance, and 
an open stair from lounge leads up to first-floor ballroom and 
rooms for private hire. The front of lounge faces an external 
garden court and at the back are a flower shop and the coffee 
shop. The room meals service is at head of service lift lobby. 

The convention and rental rooms to left and right of first-floor 
plan have separate staircases close to street entrances. No 
separate baggage entrance is provided, and baggage is brought 
from the main entrance across to the service lifts. 

Various comparisons have been made from time to time 
between areas of dining rooms and kitchen. Figures on some 
hotels in USA are as follows :

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The hotel kitchen has to be * planned round the menu’ and 
quite apart from numbers of restaurant seats the number of 
dishes available on the menu will determine the storage arrange- 
ments and vitally affect the layout. A good deal of research is 
therefore usually done before the space requirements of the 
kitchen are determined. A few large hotels do not cater for 
banqueting. One example in USA since the war is the Plaza in 
Cincinnati in a group which has the Netherland Plaza already 
with banqueting facilities. Where in large hotels banqueting 
facilities are included, separate kitchens are usually provided 
along the side of the dining room, but with close connection with 
the main kitchens. 

In the Dallas Statler the kitchen preparation and storage group 
runs up through four floors, the main kitchen being on the 
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The Palace Hotel, Milan. Giorgio Ramponi, architect 


ground floor, and the banqueting kitchen—which is about two 
thirds of the area of the main kitchen—between the first-floor 
ballroom and dining room. The ground-floor kitchen has a 
fairly long servery with two sets of servery doors to the 
restaurants. The total area of kitchens is in the region of 
17,000 sq. ft. The grill room and restaurant night clubs are 
separated by movable partitions to obtain the greatest capacity 
for floor shows, etc. Differences in level are frequently created 
between parts of the dining room in order to provide more 
intimacy and seclusion. 

The Dallas Statler is one of the largest post-war hotels in USA 
and has a full range of convention and banqueting rooms for 
2,200 people ; 1,000 bedrooms and, in addition, considerable 
maintenance facilities. A staff of 600 is required to run the hotel. 

Two examples of post-war Continental hotels of moderate size 
are illustrated. The Hotel Columbus opposite the main station 
in Bremen has 140 rooms and 16 apartments. There are two 
basement floors and eight floors above. Fig. 9 shows ground and 
first floors, and the emphasis here is placed on restaurants and 
bars. There is also a restaurant in the basement and hair- 
dressers’ shops for men and women. Several private dining 
rooms are provided. 

Le Palace Hotel, Milan, has 200 rooms. Ground-and first- 
floor plans are shown in Fig. 10. There are two basement floors 
and eleven floors above, the top floor having a restaurant-dance 
club. Apart from the four lobby entrance doors, there are three 
other ground floor entrances. A separate baggage entry is 
provided. The hall space beyond the lobby is very generous 
when compared with the restaurant, but no doubt justified by 
revenue, although the bar itself is minute. A large number of 
telephones are provided for the lounge halls. The telephones 
near the reception desk are under operator control. The hall 
lounge is reached also by stair from a side road entrance, and 
has direct connection with the restaurant. 

Where guest rooms are close to restaurants on the same floor, 
as in the case of the Palace and the Columbus, great care is 
necessary with soundproofing against structure-borne noise. Air 
conditioning, employed in both hotels, enables shut windows to 
take care of air-borne noise.

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TIMBER STRUCTURES 
USA Engineer's Views 
R. VERNE KETCHUM, director of engineering with 
Timber Structures, Inc., of Portland, Oregon, gave 
members of the Timber Development Association Limited the 
benefit of his 48 years’ experience in timber engineering at 
a luncheon held on February 16 at the Waldorf Hotel, WC2. 

In his talk Mr. Verne, who is regarded as one of the fore- 
most North American experts in the field of glued lamination, 
said that the company for which he worked followed the 
policy of designing a large percentage of the structures they 
build. In his opinion this was more economical and produced 
better results. In dealing with contractors they sold structures 
which were either assembled and erected for them or the 
contractor could carry out the erection himself. 

One of the problems to be overcome at the present time, 
he said, was in securing the acceptance of codes and insur- 
ance rates. He instanced the case where steel beams, involved 
in a fire of 1,000 degrees, would come down in 8 to 10 
minutes. But it was possible to encase steel in several ways 
thereby gaining a rating. 

Following his talk Mr. Ketchum showed slides of the 
products turned out by Timber Structures Inc., including 
timber girders, battens, arches, etc., as well as the machinery 
used in the workshops of the company. 

The talk was arranged through the British Columbia 
Lumber Manufacturers’ Association.

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MODERN HOMES 
Symposium at Liverpool 


[THERE are very interesting things 
afoot in Liverpool. And, what is 
just as important, Liverpudlians seem to 
be very interested in them. Aided and 
abetted by its virile junior section, the 
Liverpool Architectural Society launched 
an ambitious symposium of lectures, dis- 
cussions, exhibitions and film shows 
centred on the modern house and the 
architect's function in relation to it. As 
the programme puts it, the idea is ‘to 
explain what architects mean by a 
modern house, why such a thing exists 
and the economy and importance of 
employing an architect.’ 

Owing to the tragic lack of liaison 
between the layman and the architect 
throughout the whole of the 20th-century, 
each of these ideas take a bit of getting 
over to a (let’s face it) dubious public. All 
the more credit then to Liverpool for 
showing the rest of the country the way 
in such a forthright and highly entertain- 
ing fashion. 


Lively Discussions 


From 11 a.m. to 6 p.m. each day the 
exhibition and a continuous film show has 
been open free of charge, while in the 
evenings a lively series of lectures and dis- 
cussions have been arranged starting at 
6 p.m. Among the impressive list of 
speakers are the private architects, G. 
Grenfell Baines, Tom Mellor, Eric Lyons, 
Duncan Stuart with J. K. Page, the Lanca- 
shire County Planning officer, U. Aylmer 


Coates, and Frank Barnes, Solicitor and 
Clerk to Hoylake UDC. 

The exhibition itself shows consider- 
able thought and care in its arrangement. 
You enter the modern home, of course, 
through the garden, so the entrance foyer 
has been transformed and is laid out with 
paving, plants, sculpture and an interest- 
ing display of garden layouts. The stair- 
case is lined with the RIBA’s ‘ Design 
Pays’ exhibition showing a series of 
architect-designed spec. built houses— 
dominated appropriately enough by 
Eric Lyons—and from the top there are 
alternative routes to the main hall or toa 
small but varied and well laid out exhi- 
bition of building materials. This section 
has obviously been enthusiastically sup- 
ported by local branches of the building 
industry and it repays a visit. The heart 
of the show is undoubtedly the main hall. 
It is here that the ‘sales talk’ is most 
penetrating and has its greatest impact. 
The RIBA’s pamphlet ‘ Your House— 
Why you should use an Architect ’ seems 
to lurk on every seat and ledge, and a 
low vestibule to the hall has been created 
by a low slung ceiling beneath which are 
attractively presented photographs, plans 
and models (there could be more models) 
of some well-designed private houses 
within the Liverpool Society’s orbit. A 
grand idea here is the scheme whereby 
the houses themselves may be visited by 
members of the public. This sort of thing 
shows real public-relations consciousness. 

At the far side of the hall is the RIBA’s 
‘Subtopia’ exhibition. This is rather 
cramped and underlit, and, frankly, has 
little impact on the public. (In fact, when

This is a 
little disappointing in that, since it has no 
cooking or sleeping facilities, it is not 
really a flat and as far as the theme of 
the exhibition is concerned, therefore, it 
can have little more message to the lay- 
man than wandering round the furniture 
section of a good departmental store. The 
dining suite, however, is well chosen, the 
lighting is effective, the wallpapers stimu- 
lating and the two-level room (forced on 
the designers by the presence of the stage) 
gives added interest and life to the display. 

In the centre of the hall the evening lec- 
ture space is converted from 11 a.m. to 
6 p.m. into a continuous cinema, and this 
has proved to be one of the more success- 
ful ideas in a highly successful venture. It 
has also highlighted a glaring weakness 
in the profession’s public relations equip- 
ment. Exhaustive research in the Central 
Film Library brought to light only two 
rather poor quality black and white films 
with any bearing on the theme of the sym- 
posium. 


Need for Better Films 


Many people did sit through, though, 
and it has encouraged the society seri- 
ously to consider making its own films. 
They could hardly do worse: there is 
really no excuse in this day and age for 
trying to sell modern architecture in 
monochrome with a ‘ Land of Hope and 
Glory’ script. I was shown a short run- 
through of a colour movie taken in the 
depths of a Lancashire winter by two 
society members which, even in its uncut 
state, showed signs of knocking spots off 
the official films. Philip Dod, the con- 
venor and mentor of the symposium, 
hopes to get the society’s own film library 
going from which future organisers can 
pick. 

Several exciting things have emerged 
from this show already; most important 
is the tremendous interest it has aroused 

-far beyond the wildest hopes of the 
organisers, Attendances have been double 
that anticipated (4,000 people came on 
the first three days); ITV gave it a spot 
on its ‘ People and Places’ and the Liver- 
pool Daily Post is covering the sympo- 
sium with a full page each day. Its chief 
editor gives a running commentary on the 
day’s happenings, a notable architect con- 
tributes a short article, and photographs 
of local architect-designed houses appear 
regularly. 

The building industry generally has 
shown keen interest and there is now seri- 
ous talk of establishing the North’s first 
Building Centre in Liverpool. 

Come what may, the organisers intend 
this type of symposium to be an annual 
event and one only hopes that building 
societies, speculative builders, estate 
agents, insurance companies and ham- 
fisted local planning authorities will heed 
the obvious lessons to be learnt from this 
exhibition and go back to their clients or 
applicants with a new sense of responsi- 
bility to society.

There are alto- 
gether 350, who form the blue, white, 
green, purple and other brigades, and 
have earned during the year nearly £3,418 
by their industry, and who, but for the 
opportunity of this humble employment, 
would in most instance have been roving 
about the streets in rags, beggary and 

vice.

WORK STUDY 
Courses for Training Officers 


R. T. V. PROSSER, National President, 

addressing the members of the Council 
of the London Master Builders Association 
at the LMBA headquarters in London on 
February 12, said that the Building 
Advisory Service was going from strength 
to strength. 

‘I want to stress that BAS is the industry’s 
own consultancy service,’ said Mr. Prosser. 
‘ All its work is concerned with the prob- 
lems and difficulties encountered by building 
firms. Consequently, it has vast experience 
of our industry to call upon which other 
firms of consultants cannot hope to have. 
BAS consultants are specialists in building 
and an important development of their work 
now is the recent inauguration of six-weeks’ 
courses to train work study officers for build- 
ing firms. 

* The first of these courses will commence 
in mid-April and another is being arranged 
for September. Thereafter BAS hopes to 
run two a year. Firms thinking of having 
their own work study officers on their staffs 
should not miss this fine opportunity to train 
them. There can be no better courses in 
this field than those run by BAS, nor—may I 
add—none so low-priced.’ 

Naturally, the President continued, the 
most important part of the Advisory 
Service’s work remained in the field of con- 
sultancy. The number of firms calling in 
the Service to carry out investigations and 
to make recommendations on the efficient 
organisation of the various departments of 
their businesses continued to grow. This was 
a great opportunity for firms to achieve all- 
round efficiency and he hoped more would 
see the wisdom of giving BAS assignments 
of this kind, 


Views on ‘ Schedule A’ 

Speaking on the subject of Schedule A, Mr. 
Prosser said: ‘1 think the successive 
measures taken in the latter part of 1958 
have convinced most people of the Govern- 
ment’s determination to encourage home 
ownership. The percentage of the total 
housing programme contributed by private 
builders continues to grow; and the figures 
also show quite conclusively that private 
enterprise is building, on average, better 
houses more quickly than local authorities. 
It has been estimated that the average time 
spent on private construction is less by one 
third. 

‘There is still a feeling among builders 
putting up houses for private sale, however, 
that the prospective house purchaser is often 
deterred from embarking on home ownership 
because of the burden of Schedule A tax 
on top of all the other outgoings to which he 
is committed. Accordingly we have sent 
a letter to the Minister of Housing expressing 
the hope that he will use his powerful influ- 
ence with the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
with a view to getting the Schedule A tax 
removed. 

‘With regard to land, Mr. Prosser con- 
tinued, ‘ the National Federation is watching 
closely the Bill now before Parliament which 
provides, among other things, that local 
authorities should pay the market value for 
land which they compulsorily purchase. 
This provision, when it becomes law, should 
improve many house builders’ position in 


respect of land availability, but the National 
Federation recognises that, particularly in the 
greater London area, lack of suitable land is 
still a major problem for house builders.’ 


LMBA President’s Award 

At the end of the meeting, Mr. Prosser 
presented the National Federation prizes for 
London and the LMBA President’s Award. 
The President's Award, which consists of a 
prize of £10 for the best student at Higher 
National Certificate level in the London 
Region, went to M. J. White (under articles 
to W. J. Simms, Sons & Cooke Ltd., as 
trainee surveyor), of the South East London 
Technical College. 

After the presentation the prize winners 
with their parents, employers and representa- 
tives of the technical colleges they are attend- 
ing, were entertained to tea. 


BUILDING DESIGN 
AND COSTS 


Wider Investigation Proposed 
HE need for more searching investiga- 
tions into building design and costs is 
the theme of a memorandum sent by the 
Royal Institute of Public Administration to 
those government departments which oversee 
the building programmes of local authori- 
ties. The proposal is that development 
groups, modelled on that so successfully 
used by the Ministry of Education for 
schools, should be set up to investigate other 
types of buildings erected by local authori- 
ties, such as housing, flats, libraries, police 
stations, children’s or old people’s homes, 
clinics or municipal offices. 

The proposal is the outcome of the work 
of a study group of the Institute into the 
‘Organisation of Building Construction and 
Maintenance by Local Authorities.’ A full 
report is to be published later in the 
year. Meanwhile, the study group considered 
it so important that the techniques of investi- 
gation by a development group should be 
extended to other types of building as soon 
as possible, that they have written to govern- 
ment departments and local authority asso 
ciations in advance of the final report. 

A development group provides the oppor- 
tunity for a smal] team to devote more time 
and resources than is normally available for 
the study of the requirements of a particular 
type of building. It consists of architects, 
quantity surveyors and such other technical 
staff as the project may require, who work 
in the closest collaboration with those who 
have first-hand experience of the use of such 
buildings. 

These would be teachers, doctors and 
nurses, welfare, children or police officers, 
according to the type of building. The aim 
of the team is to carry out a more funda- 
mental analysis of user needs than time in 
a busy local authority office normally per- 
mits, and then by design and cost analysis 
to find solutions which provide a building 
better suited to its purpose, and giving better 
value for money. 

The success of the Ministry of Education’s 
pioneer work has shown the importance of 
allowing the teams to carry out actual 
schemes on behalf of local authorities, so 
that their ideas may be put to the practical 
test. The experience so gained on a building 
typical of its kind is then published in detail 
for the benefit of other authorities. The bul-

letins of the Ministry of Education, based 
on the work of their development group, 
have been of great value to local authorities, 
and the study group recommends that similar 
development groups should be set up in col- 
laboration with the local authorities. 


CIVIC TRUST AMENITY AWARDS 
Announcement of Details 

HE Civic Trust has announced details 

of its new County Amenity Awards, 
the objects of which are to encourage 
good local architecture and building of 
all kinds which can be said to make a 
desirable contribution to the civic and 
rural scene as a whole; and to stimulate 
interest in all other types of physical 
development, making a desirable contri- 
bution to the civic and rural scene as a 
whole. The awards have been organised 
in conjunction with the County Councils 
of the UK. 

Two classes of award will be made in 
each administrative county in the United 
Kingdom participating in the scheme: 

Class 1.—For the new building or 
group of buildings in which regard has 
best been paid to relationship with 
natural surroundings, any older build- 
ings in the neighbourhood and the 
character of the local scene. 

Class Il.—For the improvement 
making the biggest contribution to the 
local civic or rural scene as a whole— 
for instance, the landscape treatment 
of a park or open space, the design of 
a bus shelter, the exterior decoration of 
a street, a road improvement scheme, 
or a scheme of restoration for an his- 
toric building or group of buildings. 
The awards will be made triennially. 

The first series will be made in the autumn 
of 1959 and will cover buildings and 
improvements completed during the 
period May 31, t956 to May 31, 1959. 

Independent assessors will be appointed 
by the Civic Trust, one to each county 
participating, on the advice of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects. Assessors 
will consider all entries within their areas 
from the photographs and drawings sub- 
mitted; they will make their final awards 
after visiting such buildings and schemes 
as they deem appropriate. Assessors will 
be authorised to withhold the awards 
should they consider that submissions are 
not sufficiently worthy of public recogni- 
tion. Their decisions will be final. 

Entries consisting of photographs and 
plans and in some cases working draw- 
ings, may be submitted by an owner, an 
architect or designer, or a contractor or 
manufacturer, and there is no limit to 
the number allowed from any one source. 
They should be submitted to County 
Planning Officers not later than June 30, 
1959. 

The awards will take the form of cer- 
tificates to the successful architects and/ 
or designers, contractors and/or manu- 
facturers in each class; plaques will be 
presented to the owners of winning build- 
ings and to responsible authorities for 
suitable display in winning improvement 
schemes. Presentation of the awards will 
be made next autumn. Details from the 
Civic Trust, 79 Buckingham Palace-road, 
London, SWI.

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The Standard Method 


of Measurement: 


Scientific or Traditional ? 


By H. M. Stafford, FIAS, FIArb 


ROM various reports in the technical 

Press it appears fairly certain that 1959 

will see the publication of the fifth edition 

of ‘The Standard Method of Measurement 
of Building Works.’ 

In The Builder for February 9, 1923, a 
reviewer made the following remarks about 
the then newly published Standard Method. 
*This work will doubtless be received with 
mixed feelings, with something like dismay 
on the part of those individuals styling them- 
selves quantity surveyors, with little training 
and sometimes less principle, and whose sole 
interest is centred in an item at the end of 
the summary. To those who make the honest 
attempt to serve both their client and the 
contractor, the production of this work will 
be welcome as removing some of the uncer- 
tainties as to the methods of measurement.’ 

How unlikely it was that anyone reviewing 
the first edition of the Standard Method 
could have foreseen that in a short space 
of about nine years it would be accepted by 
all and thereafter recognised as the authority 
on the subject, and its use made a condition 
of contract in the RIBA Standard Form of 
Building Contract. 

lt is surprising even to-day when the Stan- 
dard Method is so much a part of the fabric 
of the surveyor’s life, to reflect that this 
document is still comparatively young; and 
that there must be many persons alive who 
remember the original publication. 

It was obvious from the reception accorded 
to it that an agreed set of Standard Rules 
of Measurement was an urgent necessity both 
for the quantity surveying profession and 
for the building contracting industry. Pre- 
viously, disputed points in connection with 
the measurement of building works had been 
referred to either the Quantity Surveyors 
Association or the Surveyors Institution (as 
it was then), and, to quote from the preface 
of the first edition of the Standard Method— 
‘The frequency of the demands upon their 
services for this purpose directed attention 
to the diversity of practice, varying with 
local custom, and even with the idiosyncra- 
sies of individual surveyors, which obtained, 
— This lack of uniformity—militated against 
scientific and accurate tendering.” 


Alternative Systems 


This experience prompted the drafting of 
the Standard Method of Measurement, but 
the strange fact is that it does not appear 
to have been compiled on the basis of any 
original scientific research, but, to quote from 
the preface again, to have been ‘ Founded 
upon the practice of the leading London 
quantity surveyors with certain modifica- 
tions.” 

The fact of the Standard Method receiving 
immediate and uncritical acceptance, as is 
apparent from a study of technical journals 
current at the time of its publication, is very 
interesting. 

There were in existence alternative systems. 
For instance, ‘The Yorkshire Mode of 
Measurement,’ published in 1865 (three 
years before the original Institution of Sur- 
veyors was founded) which, although agreed 
between the Yorkshire master builders, was 


not apparently agreed with the professions, 
also a document published in 1887 indicating 
a measure of agreement between all parties 
with the extensive title ‘ The Standard Mode 
of Measurement agreed upon by the Archi- 
tects and Builders of Bolton and district as 
a general statement of methods proposed to 
be used in taking quantities and measuring 
works.’ 

In addition, there was a code agreed 
between the Manchester architects and 
builders about 1866 which had a number of 
revisions over the years. It is in connection 
with this particular publication that the ready 
acceptance of the Standard Method becomes 
not only interesting but significant. 


Fear of Disagreement 


Although there had been text-books such 
as ‘ Quantities and Measurements,’ by A. C. 
Beaton, in a second edition by 1869, and 
*The Student’s Guide to the Practice and 
Measuring and Valuing Artificers Works’ 
by Dobson and Tarn which was in a fifth 
edition by 1884, they were all eclipsed by 
the publication in 1880 of the famous book 
by John Leaning entitled ‘ Quantity Survey- 
ing.’ 

Now it is generally admitted that this book 
exerted a very powerful influence when the 
Standard Method came to be drafted some 
years later, as can be seen by comparing the 
work by Leaning with the first edition of the 
Standard Method. In the first chapter of this 
book, however, Leaning made the following 
very forceful statement about the Man- 
chester Code, ‘The adoption of a code of 
rules by the Manchester Society of Archi- 
tects, which differs in many respects from 
the best London practice, is to be deplored.” 

The citizens of Manchester are not noted 
for their spirit of acquiescence and yet the 
Standard Method was accepted and passed 
into general use.‘ This can hardly have been 
an anticipated result, and it was quite prob- 
ably the fear of disagreement as to method 
which caused the Surveyors Institution to 
oppose the early attempts by the Quantity 
Surveyors Association to agree a standard 
method of measurement. 

This interesting and significant result poses 
the question, Why was it accepted? And is 
it not obvious that the answer can only be 
that the Standard was more important than 
the Method. The possibility of National 
agreement on a method of measurement as 
Standard was so attractive as to make any 
preferences as to the method itself of 
secondary importance. 

I believe this to be the true explanation 
of its immediate success, but I find myself 
asking the rather startling question, ‘Is then 
the method of measurement itself not 
important provided it is agreed?’ Certainly 
the evidence obtained from a study of origins 
and of the four successive editions of the 
Standard Method reveal some remarkable 
changes in methods of measurement. 

The diversity and multiplicity of methods 
of measurement which can be found by 
research into older documents compels one 
to acknowledge that ‘method’ is an 
extremely fluid thing. 
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To take but a few examples, for instance, 
in a remarkably well-produced volume pub- 
lished in London in 1803 by the Committee 
of the Carpenter and Joiners Trade there 
are at least 500 typical items of measured 
work meticulously described and priced. 

Here we find skirtings measured per ft. 
super, roofing construction measured per 
square for ‘ Labour and Nails,’ and the types 
of roof classified as ‘Common shed,’ ‘ Ditto 
with Purlins,’ etc., the timber being measured 
per ft. cube as ‘ Fir without labour, net in 
work.’ Floors are similarly measured per 
square for ‘Labour and nails’ under the 
heading of ‘ Naked framed floors’ and vari- 
ously classified under this heading as ‘Com 
mon flooring,’ * Ditto with strong trimmers, 
etc. 

Taking a leap of nearly a century to ‘ The 
Students Guide’ fifth edition 1884 we note 
an alternative method described as follows: 
‘There are two methods of measuring car- 
penters work: One by taking the superficial 
contents of roofs, floors, partitions, etc., at 
per square of 100 ft. for the labour and 
nails, and then the cube contents of the 
timber without labour. The other method 
is by measuring the cube contents of the 
timber as cube fir and labour, framed, etc.’ 

E. Wyndham Tarn, MA, architect, the 
editor of this volume, then adds the follow: 
ing rather interesting paragraph: — 

‘If the scantlings of the timber are small 
or light it will pay the carpenter best io 
measure the roofs, floors, etc., as labour and 
nails and the timber as no labour. But if 
the scantlings of the timber are large and 
heavy, then it will be more to his advantage 
to measure the work as timber, with the 
particular labour thereon.’ 

And yet, four years before this particular 
edition of ‘The Students Guide’ the book 
* Quantity Surveying,’ by Leaning, gave no 
alternatives, skirtings were to be measured 
by the foot run and carpenters work as cube 
fir and labour. 

There were, of course, other original ideas 
for measuring and pricing as for example 
that of Henry B. Browning, MIBA, pub- 
lished in his book of 1847 entitled ‘ A Pro- 
posed System for the More Ready and Cor- 
rect Valuation of Carpenters’ and Joiners’ 
works.” 


Varying Ideas 

The essence of this system is that items 
of joinery, although kept separate as in 
doors, door linings, casements and frames, 
etc., should all be ‘ reduced’ to ‘Inch stuff 
per Foot Superficial’ in a somewhat similar 
manner to that at present used for brick- 
work. 

I have restricted myself to carpenters and 
joiners work, but examples of widely differ- 
ing methods of measurement in other trades 
could be multiplied indefinitely and if we 
care to look at the international field the 
varying ideas which have held sway are 
both interesting and amusing. 

One such method which obtained in 
France, originating in the 16th century, was 
known as ‘Measuring According to 
Custom’ which was best described by the 
French quantity surveyors themselves in 
their Report to the Fifth Congress of the 
International Federation of Surveyors as 
‘A pretext of indemnifying the contractor 
for certain expenses which he had never 
incurred; certain profits had also to be

handed over to him for raw material which 
he had never supplied and for labour he 
had not provided.’ 

The important point which I wish to draw 
attention to and which becomes apparent 
from considering the alternative methods 
of measuring carpenters and joiners work 
which I have illustrated is that each method 
worked quite satisfactorily and, indeed, 
accurately. 

The preface to the 1803 volume by the 
Carpenters Trade refers to the prices con- 
tained therein as having been: ‘ Investigated 
by the Committee from actual costs of 
materials, and knowledge of the labour and 
every article separately analysed with the 
greatest care.’ 


Changes in Method 


The fluid nature of methods of measure- 
ment is nowhere better illustrated than in 
the development of the Standard Method 
of Measurement itself. The third edition 
published in 1935 was described in 
The Builder of March 29, 1935, in the words 
‘So completely does the third edition 
differ from the two earlier editions that 
these may now be regarded as obsolete.’ 

Such changes occurred as the separation 
of the disposal of the excavation, plank- 
ing and strutting in five feet stages, concrete 
casings to beams and lintels given in feet 
cube instead of run, stone to include all 
labours instead of labours being takep 
separately, etc. 

Carpenters work also was changed. In the 
first and second editions, structural timbers 
could be measured either as foot cube or 


foot run, the scantlings being stated. The 
term ‘framed’ was defined and was used 


to describe timber morticed, tenoned, 
halved or otherwise cut and jointed. 

The third edition whilst retaining the 
alternative of foot cube or foot run 
measurement for structural timber dispensed 
with the word ‘framed’ entirely. The 
fourth edition, published in 1948, went 
further and insisted that all structural 
timber two inches thick and over should be 
measured foot cube without alternative. 

These many changes in the method of 
measurement suggest very strongly to me 
that not only is the method of measurement 
not important provided the standard is 
agreed but that the Standard Method as 
we have it today viewed in the light of the 
many changes which have taken place is not 
strictly speaking a ‘scientific’ document 
but iis more accurately described as ‘ tradi- 
tional’ for although the one term does not 
necessarily exclude the other, the two terms 
are very far from being synonymous. 

As a further illustration I quote a state- 
ment made by Mr. A. J. Willis in his review 
of the third edition of the Standard Method 
which appeared in Tire Builder for Sep- 
tember 6, 1935, he says: ‘Concrete in-situ 
steps to staircases etc., are similarly now to 
be given in feet cube, the natural unit for 
pricing the concrete. ; . * Formwork 
to large areas is to be given in yards instead 
of squares as was quite usual.’ 

How did a ‘scientific’ document come 
to require such changes ? 

Further doubt is cast on any claim to a 
scientific approach by a reply given by Mr 
P. T. Walters to a question asked in a dis: 
cussion reported in The Builder of March 
26, 1948, after the publication of the 1948 


edition of the ‘Standard Method.” The 
questioner asked, why with the change in 
measuring drain trenches and concrete beds 
in yards run instead of ft. run which the 
1948 edition had brought about, had it not 
been thought advisable to make the pipes 
also measurable in yards run instead of feet 
run. 

Mr. Walters in his reply explained that 
there was a perfectly simple answer to the 
question as to why no alteration had been 
made, he said: ‘There had been no great 
demand for an alteration and the Committee 
had always taken the point of view of leav- 
ing well alone unless someone kicked hard.’ 

If then the Standard Method of 
Measurement is not the scientific document 
one might be led to believe, and it is proved 
by experience that almost any sound method 
of measurement will be accepted provided 
it becomes a ‘standard method’ then we 
may have reached a vantage point from 
which a real advance can be made. It 
may yet be possible as the Persian poet 
says: ‘To grasp this sorry scheme of things 
entire "—and— Remould it nearer to the 
heart’s desire.” 

Any truly scientific approach to a system 
of measurement must consider each aspect 
of the process of recording measurements 
from first principles. 

The unit of measurement itself is perhaps 
the first item requiring consideration, for 
instance with the growth of international 
contracting would it not be more scientific 
to adopt the metric system of measurement? 

The whole question of price analysis 
would require opening and reviewing. If 
it is generally accepted, as I believe it is, 
that the more simple the method of 
measurement, the better, then research 
must be directed to discovering how items 
may be made more composite whilst still 
remaining priceable. In this connection 
the reply given by Mr. R. H. Francis at the 
Fifth Triennial Conference of Chartered 
Quantity Surveyors when asked about the 
position of the revisions to the Standard 
Method of Measurement has some signifi- 
cance, he said, ‘ Recently—Government 
departments had asked the Joint Com: 
mittee to consider the possibility of further 
simplification of the bills, arising from their 
practice of issuing drawings with the bills.’ 
Mr. K, K. Dale, at the same Conference— 
(see The Builder, December 5, 1958) speak- 
ing of the revisions said—‘It is understood 
that where necessary clarification has been 
achieved, but very little abbreviation. 
Without the provision of drawings to accom: 
pany tendering documents the builders are 
not prepared to accept abbreviated or other- 
wise simplified bills.’ 


Restricted Field 


The possible beneficial effect of issuing 
drawings with bills of quantities may be 
much greater than can be readily appre- 
ciated on first acquaintance with the idea. 
Drawings will indicate to the estimator the 
‘character’ of a job. Possibly say the 
balance of ‘extra only’ labour items, small 
quantities, narrow widths, etc., in relation 
to the whole. 

Careful investigation of this problem in 
collaboration with estimators may give 
clear evidence that it is possible to arrive 
at an equally if not more accurate price 
rate by means of a composite measured 
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item and drawing than by detailed 
measurements of labours and narrow 
widths which may, in many instances, be 
based on entirely theoretical data. For 
indeed when one compares the labour con- 
stants given for many of these ‘extra’ 
items in the various current ‘ authorities ' 
one must conclude that the element of 
theory is extraordinarily high. 

It may in fact be said that many of our 
labour items represent symbols in the esti- 
mator’s mind rather than real and objective 
facts. How accurate for imstance are 
labour constants for ‘Plumbing to angles." 

That composite items are possible even 
without drawings within a restricted field 
has been clearly illustrated in the wide and 
continued acceptance of the ‘Code for the 
Measurement of Building Work in Small 
Dwelling Houses.’ 


Future Possibilities 


Many of the larger contractors who 
extend their work over both building and 
civil engineering fields find it quite possible 
to tender on the basis of the ‘ Standard 
Method of Measurement of Civil Engineer- 
ing Quantities’ which is a system of 
measurement containing many composite 
items. 

Not only must consideration be given 
to existing facts in any truly scientific ap- 
proach to a method of measurement, but 
immediate and future possibilities must be 
considered, 

Reference was made at the Triennial Con- 
ference to the successful use by Mr. J. E. 
Cooke of machine accounting in the work- 
ing-up of bills of quantities as reported in 
The Builder, August 27, 1958. 

The success was achieved in an extremely 
restricted field of building composed of 
standard units, but is, neverthelss valuable. 
If the tremendous developments in machine 
accounting and electronic computers are 
to be applied to the process of working-up 
bills of quantities then a truly scientific ap- 
proach to a method of measurement must 
take these developments into consideration. 

I have elsewhere outlined the possibilities 
of the application of machine accounting 
to the working-up process based upon a 
standard bill of quantities. (The Builder, 
January 11, 1957.) Unless the application 
is of use in general practice and not merely 
for buildings composed of standard units it 
would hardly be worth-while considering 
modification to the method of measurement. 

Such general application, as I see it, is 
largely dependent upon a standard bill, a 
document which an eminent quantity sur- 
veyor, Henry Northcroft, FSI, suggested 
some 50 years ago should be published by 
the Surveyors’ Institution. 

There is no reason why we must follow 
tradition in the production of a new method 
of measurement. We must not be misled, 
as I have shown, into thinking that any 
method of measurement is_ established 
in tradition when in fact that which is estab- 
lished is merely the willingness to abide by 
a standard. 

Perhaps it is not too late, even now, to 
review with courage the drafts of the pro- 
posed new Standard Method of Measure- 
ment, and produce a document which will 
not only be accepted as a standard but will 
also be acclaimed as a forward looking, 
realistic, scientific method of measurement. 
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A clean site and a clear statement of purpose 
are hallmarks of the start of a Marriott job.

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EVERYDAY THINGS

LXVUL—Tricks of the Trades 


SUPPOSE there are tricks in all trades 

—-skilled tricks and knavish tricks. It 
is the latter which I am concerned to 
write about. I have many times said to 
men on the job: ‘If you have any new 
tricks, let me know about them; I collect 
them; but don’t play the old ones on me.” 

One of the very first I discovered was 
omitting the plaster behind the skirting. 
It was possible in those days because there 
was the rough ground to stop it on. To- 
day there are no grounds so the floor is 
the limit. In those days we were afraid 
of vermin that crawled behind the skirt- 
ing. 

Do you carry a gauge with you? The 
answer is, of course you don’t, but the 
clerk of works should have one to test 
the lead, the wire, the pipes, the rods and 
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so on: 5 lb. lead might be 6 Ib. lead and 
if it were cut on the splay you might not 
know: 18 oz. glass might well be 21 oz. 
—would you know? Can you tell the 
thickness of plate glass after it has been 
fixed? Can you tell the thickness of a 
panel of a door by feeling at it? There 
is no way of telling the number of coats 
of paint once they have been put on: 
you may be right by intuition, but you 
can’t prove it, so if you have doubts 
you must watch the coats as they are put 
on. 

Do you have the ends of the steel 
exposed in lintols? To break one on a 
job to see if the whole are correct is 
silly, yet that is what is specified. I had 
a whole lot broken on a job recently and 
there was no steel at all. Do you ever 
test the thickness of oversite concrete? 
Perhaps you don’t carry a ‘ two-foot.’ 

Beware the vagaries of spirit levels: 
always handle them yourself. It is neces- 
sary sometimes to test the accuracy of 
your eye. I was told by a man the other 
day that his level was not true and that it 
only worked one way—let’s hope he 
remembered which! 

I have known clerks of works who have 
used binoculars to see what was going 
on on high blocks, and I once had a 
client who did the same (I may say 1 
thought it rather hard treatment from 
a client!). Do you look under ironwork 
to see if it is painted? It is so important 
to seal the iron to prevent rust and it is 
so easy to miss and difficult to paint that 
I think a mirror is justifiable, for archi- 
tect and painter. 

Some tricks are aids to good work, 


whilst others are purely knavish, but I 
would not like anyone to think that the 
latter are common: my experience is that 
they are not. We are all apt to sweep the 
bits under the carpet occasionally when 
no one is looking, or drop paper in the 
street in spite of being ardent anti-litter 
advocates, so let us be mindful of the 
tricks against the few who may practise 
them. 


HELICOPTER STATIONS 
IN LONDON 
Three Sites Suggested to LCC 


IHREE possible sites in London for heli- 

copter landing stations are suggested by 
the London County Council’s town planning 
committee, in a report presented to the 
Council at its meeting on Tuesday (Feb- 
ruary 17). 

The town planning committee have con- 
sidered the general question of the siting of 
helicopter landing stations in the London 
area and suggest that in the first review of 
the development plan a few locations might 
be indicated as suitable for siting such land- 
ing stations. The committee state that the 
selection of specific sites must be considered 
from two different points of view, the con- 
venience of the air traveller and the effect 
on the city dweller. 

From both points of view, locations on 
the edge of central London would appear 
to be the best for the following reasons: 
First, the perimeter of the central area is 
roughly defined by the main-line railway 
termini, which are for the most part inter- 
connected by underground railway, while 
the distances from hotels and business 
houses are short. Moreover, such points 
would be easily accessible from the suburbs 
or beyond. Secondly, the edge of central 
London would more readily afford suitable 
sites with parking and service facilities than 
would central London itself, where land 
costs are high and traffic congested. Thirdly, 
on the perimeter of the central area there 
are sites which are largely non-residential 
in character, such as marshalling yards, 
docks, industrial and commercial under- 
takings, so that fewer residents would be 
affected by noise. 

With these criteria in mind the committee 
are of opinion that the most suitable loca- 
tions for a helicopter landing ground would 
be near and to the south of Victoria Station, 
preferably on the south bank of the Thames; 
the area to the north of King’s Cross and 
St. Pancras stations; and the area east of 
the Tower of London. It should be appre- 
ciated that these are suggested locations and 
not actual sites. 

The Metropolitan Boroughs’ Standing 
Joint Committee, the City Corporation, the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Government, 
the Ministry of Transport and Civil Avia- 
tion, the Airline companies, the British 
Transport Commission, the Helicopter Asso- 
ciation of Great Britain, and other interested 
bodies will be consulted and a further report 
will be submitted when the consultations 
have taken place. The Committee have also 
decided that evidence on these lines shall be 
included in the statement to be made on the 
Council’s behalf at an appeal hearing 
arranged by the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government relating to the applica- 
tion for approval of a helicopter landing 
site in Nine Elms-lane, Battersea. 


OBITUARY 
W. H. Ansell, CBE, PPRIBA 


WE record with deep regret the death, 
which took place on February 11, 
of Mr. William Henry Ansell, CBE, 
MC, President 1940-43 of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects. He was 86. 

Ansell set up in practice in 1900, after 
serving articles in Derby. He served with 
distinction in the 1914-18 war, as captain 
in the Royal Engineers, being awarded the 
MC and being twice mentioned in dispatches, 
After that war, he picked up the threads of 
his practice again, and became Fellow 
RIBA in 1922. He began, too, to take in- 
terest in the administration of the Royal 
Institute, serving as chairman of the Board 
of Architectural Education from 1931-34; as 
Vice-President 1933-35; as hon. Secretary 
1938-40; and as President from 1940-43, 
being re-elected in 1942 for a third year— 
an honour but rarely recorded in the Insti- 
tute’s annals. His gifts for administration, 
his skill as a chairman and his ability as 
a speaker, all allied to his personal charm, 
made him an outstanding President who was 
never afraid to speak his mind. 

Much of Ansell’s best work as an architect 
was done in partnership with Mr. Arthur 
Bailey, who joined him in 1934 and who 
enjoyed his advice as consultant when Ansell 
retired from active practice in 1949. He 
had more than ordinary gifts as a draughts- 
man and water-colourist, and at one time 
was a regular contributor to the annual 
Architectural Association exhibitions, a body 
of which he was President in 1928. He 
gave much of his time to public service, as 
consultant to the King George V Memorial 
Association and to the National Playing 
Fields Association, and was a member of 
the Gowers Committee on Historic Build- 
ings. He became CBE in 1955 and was an 
honorary member of the American Institute. 


Mr, H. V. Molesworth-Roberts writes: 


It is a shock to hear of the passing of that 
kindly and inconquerable person, W. H. 
Ansell, who, in spite of his age, seemed 
hardly any older than when one first met 
him in 1919, forty years ago. This was at a 
short course of lectures at the Central 
School of Arts and Crafts, on Craftsmanship 
in Building, supplementing Sir Banister 
Fletcher’s on History; one remembers his 
enthusiastic portrayal and description of the 
coloured plasterwork friezes of Hardwick 
Hall and his friendly converse with the 
hearers afterwards. It was a surprise to find, 
recently, that he still remembered the occa- 
sion. Incidentally, he was almost the 
longest-standing member of the RIBA, 
having become an Associate in 1900, the 
palm probably going to Mr. A. Whitford 
Anderson (ret. F.), Associate 1884!

Lively Questions and Answers 


DISTINGUISHED panel of speakers, 

meeting under the chairmanship of 
Mr. LM. Leslie (Editor of The Builder), 
provided an entertaining evening for an 
appreciative audience at Brixton School of 
Building on February 6. The occasion was 
a meeting of the School of Building Old Boys’ 
Association. The Panel consisted of Mr. 
Norman Wates, FIOB; Mr. Philip Bennett, 
FRIBA; Mr. George Walford, FRICS, and 
Lt.-Col. G. W. Kirkland, MInstCE. 

This panel, as the Chairman said, needed 
little introduction and quickly proceeded to 
discuss the following questions : — 

Q.—Does the Panel consider that the prac- 
tice of bringing the contractor into consulta- 
tion at the design stage will expand? If so, 
how will it be possible to retain the control 
on costs at present exercised by competitive 
tendering? 

A.—For the more complex projects, it was 
agreed, the practice would expand and tech- 
niques of cost-planning would be developed 
to enable the client to control his expendi- 
ture. Mr. Wates made the point that, 
since a substantial part of contracting 
would continue on the basis of competitive 
tenders, fresh information on competitive 
costs would constantly be available for use 
in connection with the type of project 
under discussion. Cot. KIRKLAND saw the 
quantity surveyor occupying an increasingly 
important role as a cost accountant. 
Summing up, the CHAIRMAN remarked that 
it appeared that no doubt all would get 
together to see that the contractor made a 
reasonable profit! 

Q.—There appears to be a trend amongst 
certain architects to obtain detailed schemes 
and prices from specialist sub-contractors, 
and subsequently to send these details round 
the trade in an effort to obtain lower prices. 
Would the Panel comment on the extent to 
which information should be given in pre- 
liminary discussions with architects? 

A.—While the panel agreed that the prac- 
tice referred to was thoroughly unethical, 
there was a sharp difference of opinion upon 
the value of the practice of nominating sub- 
contractors. Mr, BENNETT maintained that, 
in certain fields, the practice produced the 
best-designed and most efficient work. He 
felt, however, that the early discussions 
should be regarded essentially as a basis of 
negotiation with a particular designer-sub- 
contractor, Mr. Wares referred to his experi- 
ence in USA where, without nominated sub- 
contractors, it was possible to build at British 
costs while paying five times British wages. 
Mr. BENNETT replied that this was made 
possible by the relatively low standard of 
American building. 


Q.—Would the Panel agree that firm price. 


tenders have already made a substantial con- 
tribution to stabilising the cost of building. 
If so, should such tenders now be universally 
adopted in this country? 

A.—To both parts of this question the 
Panel answered unanimously ‘ Yes.” Mr. 
Wates expressed his delight at seeing the 
end of a period of rapidly rising prices and 
some opportunity of reducing the general 
contractors’ overhead costs made necessary 
by the former system. 


Q.—Contemporary architecture is often 
described as Peelable, Fadeable and Corrodi- 
ble. Does the Panel consider this a fair 
description? 

A.— Wallspanitis, said Mr. Wares, all 
glass, everywhere—architecture off the rails. 
Mr. BENNETT, somewhat ingenuously, pleaded 
that there had always been bad building and 
now that almost all significant buildings were 
designed by architects, it was not unreason- 
able that they produced some bad building 
comparable to that produced by engineers 
and others in the past. 

Co. KIRKLAND took some umbrage at this 
and said, further, that he preferred liberty to 
experiment to the conservative control on 
elevations exercised by some local authorities. 
There followed some interesting discussion 
on maintenance costs which, Mr. WALFORD 
stated, were being studied by RICS. 

Mr, BENNETT drew attention to the influ- 
ence on present tax laws upon capital and 
maintenance expenditure, reducing the im- 
portance of the latter element. 

The CHAIRMAN invited general discussion 
on this question and Mr. TOMPKINS observed 
that, in his view, the objections to glass walls 
were not so much esthetic as technical; they 
were not well put together. Mr. DEAN 
emphasised the importance of good mainten- 
ance if the good appearance of such finishes 
was to be maintained. 


‘The Package’ Service 


Q.—Would members of the Panel give 
their views on the desirability of extending 
the provision of packaged building services 
and of encouraging the activities of organis- 
ing agents for building? 

A.—The Panel, on the whole, were not dis- 
inclined to welcome packaged building on 
a short-term basis, even though they dis- 
approved of it in the long run. But organis- 
ing agents,no! Pernicious! Dangerous and 
political! And the sooner it was proved for 
what it was worth (not much!) the better. 
The CHAIRMAN passed to the next question 
with the observation that the industry 
appeared to have been put on its toes, though 
he sensed that the Panel, like Moran and 
Mack, were saying: ‘ Boy, even if that were 
good, I wouldn't like it.’ 

Q.—Does the Panel think that there is need 
for improvements in the training arrange- 
ments for the building industry or the pro- 
fessions of architecture, structural engineering 
or quantity surveying? If so, is it reasonable 
to expect any substantial changes during the 
next five or ten years, for instance, through 
the establishment of a College of Architec- 
ture and Building? 

A.—The Panel were, once more, unanimous 
in welcoming the establishment of a Col- 
lege of Architecture and Building, especially 
in respect of the opportunities it would pro- 
vide for associating the training of young 
men preparing for the various occupations 
connected with building. Mr, WaTEes empha- 
sised the need for a more intelligent intake 
to contractors’ staffs; all the best brains in 
building went into quantity surveying, a 
tribute which drew a gracious acknowledge- 
ment from Mr. WALForRD, who also remarked 
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that too much was expected of architects- 
Was it reasonable to expect a creative artist 
always to be an efficient businessman? 

Q.—What does the Panel think of the 
prospects of continuance of professional con- 
sultants’ work in its present form. Is it likely 
that consulting practices will tend to become 
more comprehensive, with architect, engineer, 
quantity surveyor and other specialists asso- 
ciated in one firm? 

A.—Generally, the Pane] felt, the regular 
team might have its advantages for the 
smaller work but, for more important and 
difficult projects, it was essential to get the 
best man for the job. Co_. KIRKLAND pointed 
out that it would be impracticable for any 
consulting firm to include experts in every 
field, the firm would be too big. Mr. 
WALFORD said that, on a comprehensive 
practice, the quantity surveyor would lose 
the independence necessary for proper ser 
vice to the client and to the contractor. 

Q.—Do members of the Panel consider that 
the existing wage-differentials are sufficiently 
large to encourage training for the more 
highly skilled work in building, for example, 
through craft apprenticeships? 

A.—It was agreed that differentials were 
inadequate, but that it was going to be very 
difficult to change the situation. Mr. WATES 
said that the position now was that bonuses 
had taken control and the time was ripe to 
get the rates up and the bonuses down. 

The CHAIRMAN invited genera] discussion 
on this question and it was generally felt to 
be a political issue. It was pointed out that 
good craftsmen do often get higher rates and 
one speaker advocated certification of crafts- 
men. 

Q.—Consultants’ fees ought not to depend 
upon the cost of a building since uneconomic 
building is thereby made profitable for con- 
sultants. Do members of the Panel agree 
with this statement? If so, can they suggest 
preferable methods of assessing fees? 

A.—Mr. Wares seemed to think that the 
practice did contribute to high building costs 
but, not unnaturally, his colleagues disagreed, 
feeling that there was a reasonable standard 
of professional ethics in this respect. CoL. 
KIRKLAND stated that, in his experience, a 
client, when offered a choice of scale charges 
or a fixed fee, chose scale charges. Mr. 
BENNETT said that fixed fees encouraged 
clients to change their minds and, further- 
more, encouraged perfunctory work by con- 
sultants. Mr, WALFORD said that this was 
where cost-planning came in and that the 
client should be consulted on this. When 
Mr. BENNETT remarked that this was already 
normal practice, Mr. WALForD added that 
all offices were not equal to the best. Mr. 
WATES, again drawing on American experi- 
ence, said that high consultant’s fees were 
worth while if they succeeded in * getting the 
bugs out of a building in the office.’ 

Q.—The building industry is reported to 
be one of those which might be con- 
sidered suitable for nationalisation, should 
a certain party gain power. Would each 
member of the Panel care to forecast the 
effects of nationalisation on the industry, 
including the effects on his own job or pro- 
fession, and on the recruitment and training 
of men for the industry. 

A—In spite of Mr. Wacrorp’s initial 
uneasiness as to the effect of nationalisation 
on quantity surveyors, the Panel concluded 
that nationalisation would bring great com-

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fort and prosperity to them all (together, as 
someone remarked afterwards, with a return 
to golf on Thursday afternoons). 

Q.—Many firms have a high proportion 
of craftsmen employees with long service 
records, What are the views of the Panel 
on the question ‘That the time is ripe for 
the introduction into the building industry 
of a service agreement of employment for 
craftsmen, say weekly or monthly, after the 
working of a probationary period ?’ 

A.—Mkr, Wates observed that some firms 
already followed this practice and instanced 
the ‘star man’ category in his own firm. 
It was, in his view, important to avoid auto- 
matic graduation to the class on the com- 
pletion of a certain period of service; it 
should be on a basis of merit alone. 

Q.—We still see many steel framed con- 
crete encased multi-storey buildings being 
erected in London although the cost is 10 
to 20 per cent more than a comparable 
reinforced concrete frame. Can the Panel 
suggest why this still goes on? 

A.—CoL, KIRKLAND gave two reasons that 
occurred to him. (a) No structural engineer 
consultant; (b) site peculiarities. He thought 
a figure of 25 per cent. more nearly repre- 
sented the cost difference today. 

Mr. BENNETT suggested that the prospect 
of future alterations or additions favoured 
steel-framed buildings, a point with which 
Mr. Wares agreed though he pointed out 
that the use of pre-cast concrete members 
was nullifying the former advantage of steel- 
work in respect of speed of erection. 

Q.—It is sometimes stated that the long 
history of good industrial relations in the 
building industry is due to the fact that 
increased wages can readily be provided by 
raising building costs. Would the Panel 
contest this statement ? 

A.—Mkr. Wates said the statement could 
not be contested over the period since 1939 
but he emphasised that the building industry 
had very good industrial machinery and that 
was a great advantage, a statement with 
which Mr. BENNETT concurred, 

Cor. KIRKLAND, recalling various small 
local strikes, wondered if conditions really 
were as good as had been made out. He 
remarked also that other industries raised 
prices when wages went up. 

Q.—Is it the view of the professional mem- 
bers of the Panel that there should be an 
acceptable qualification for members of their 
staffs who would not be expected to attain 
full professional status? If so, is it their 
view that the professional institutions con- 
cerned should interest themselves in such 
qualifications. 

A.—This question revealed a sharp differ- 
ence of opinion among the professional 
members of the Panel. Mr, BENNETT said 
there was no need for such qualifications 
in architecture at present though there might 
be im the future. Cor. KIRKLAND said the 
high cost of office space necessitated their 
using it as efficiently as possible; therefore 
they employed only fully qualified engineers 
or those in training for such qualifications. 
Mr. WaLForD, on the other hand, expressed 
the view that quantity surveyors would find 
a sub-professional qualification useful for 
certain grades of staff, e.g. workers-up. 

The Chairman and Panel were very 
warmly thanked by Mr. D. A. G. Rep, 
BSc, Principal, for a most interesting and 
entertaining evening.

GUILDFORD ‘TEST CASE’ ON IN-FILLING 


Architect and Planner at Variance 


A” architect and a town planner disagreed 
at a planning appeal inquiry at Guild- 
ford om February 4, during what was 
described as in effect a ‘test case’ to deter- 
mine to what extent building should be 
allowed to fill in existing residential areas 
in Guildford. 

Mr. H. WINGRAVE CLARK, architect, dis- 
agreed with planning policy and said that 
if the borough became static it would be 
finished as the County Town. 

Mr. E. Foster BLoop, the area planning 
officer, contested this and said the increase 
of the town’s population to 55,000 could be 
accompanied by filling-in or ‘ going upward.’ 

Permission for conversion of ‘ Drumgay, 
Cranley-road, Guildford, into six flats with 
the erection of six garages and six stores 
had been given, but Guildford Town Council 
imposed a condition that no further develop- 
ment should take place on land adjoining 
the road and Cranley-close, and refused 
planning permission for two houses. 

Rayners (Buildings) Ltd., builders, 
Godalming, appealed against the ruling, and 
Mr. J. L. Wetton, an MoHLG Inspector, 
conducted the inquiry. 


Mr. J. G. K. SHELDON, counsel for the 
appellants, who denied it was a test case, 
explained that ‘Drumgay,’ a large house, 
was requisitioned by the Council during or 
after the war for accommodation, and it was 
many years since it was a single residence. 
He claimed that the character and amenities 
of the neighbourhood would not be impaired 
by the development. 

The AREA PLANNING OFFICER said that 
* Drumgay ’ was in the area between Epsom 
and London roads which for 50 years had 
been regarded as one of the best residential 
parts of Guildford. The planning authority, 
realising the economic situation, had in 
recent years readily agreed to the conver- 
sion of large existing houses into self-con- 
tained flats, with the curtilages remaining 
undeveloped—thus retaining substantially 
the original character of the neighbourhood. 

Mr. Leswie, deputy town clerk of Guild- 
ford, said the development plan envisaged 
a Strictly controlled development of the town 
There was little land for development, but 
a heavy demand for accommodation. The 
population could be increased by thousands 
by in-filling at other than proper standards. 





INQUIRY BUREAU 


Reducing Noise 


Q.—I live in a semi-detached house; both 
houses are on one level, and in fact share 
a concrete raft. Outside walls are 11 in. 
cavity. The noise from the adjacent house 
is considerable—e.g. wireless, light switches, 
doors shutting, toilet flushing (bathrooms 
are extreme distance apart on outer walls), 
voices, at high speaking levels, and fire-grate 
noises (extremely loud). 

Would the fixing of some acoustic tiles or 
similar material in chimney recesses, but 
not on chimney breasts, markedly reduce 
this? Can you advise on the best materials 
to use considering decorative value, cost and 
in particular, insulating value. 

Finally to raise one point in detail. The 
door shutting, and footsteps in bedrooms 
not carpeted, etc., is particularly disturbing. 
If you could indicate how we could reduce 
this I would be grateful.

A.—The problem of noise in semi- 
detached property is not new, particularly 
where hard plasters have been used. While 
one might expect some noise from impact 
transmitted through the concrete raft I would 
suggest the main source of trouble would 
stem from the walls. 

A considerable reduction in the noise 
level could be achieved by fixing acoustic 
tiles to the wall separating the two houses. 
There are a number of acoustic tiles on the 
market which, in themselves, provide quite 
a pleasing appearance. These may be fixed 
to the wall with adhesives or nailed to 
battens previously fixed to the wall. It is 
also possible to obtain similar material in 
units of 2 ft. x 8 ft. These may be fixed by 
nailing to battens or secured with patent 
channel strips. 


As to the noise from upper floor rooms, 
this can be considerably reduced by the 
introduction of a soundproofing material 
between the ceiling and the ground floor 
room and floor boards of the upper floor 
rooms. 

It would be unreasonable to suggest the 
taking up of the whole floor but a fair degree 
of insulation could be achieved by taking 
up single floor boards at convenient places 
and feeding in between the joists one of 
the loose fill insulating materials. This 
material will lay on the ceiling. 

HOD 
Special Scaffolding 

Q.—We are executing a contract based on 
the RIBA form of contract plus the now 
modern method of inducing numerous other 
conditions. One in particular as follows :— 
* Allow every facility to other contractors, 
sub-contractors, specialists, etc., allow free 
use of any fixed scaffolding and/or erect any 
special scaffolding that may be required.’ 

The specialists are underlining the existing 
north light roofing with insulating board 
and demanding areas at different levels down 
the pitches, to be planked over 8 to 9 planks 
wide. Inside the steel roof area there are 
approximately four bays 30 ft. wide by 
500 ft. long. Travelling scaffolds are 
supplied at valley gutter height approxi- 
mately 14 ft. above floor level. If they work 
in the annexes they are again demanding the 
whole room areas planked and approxi- 


mately 6 ft. above floor level when ceilings 
are only 10 ft. high. 

This means at least two to four men 
wholly occupied as in this case specialists 
employees’ will not even move a plank over. 
The whole position has been discussed with 
the Surveyors who argue the part of this 
item ‘and/or erect any special scaffolding’ 
covers the clients and is our sole liability. 

In this instance we are not only supplying 
and fixing, which in our opinion are work- 
ing platforms and not scaffolding, but are 
continually moving these platforms from 
bay to bay, and in the main also working 
our labour to suit the specialist working 
hours, i.e., overtime and weekends. Our con- 
tention in this matter is that the work 
involved is not special scaffolding as known 
in the trade. 

We should be pleased to receive as early 
as is convenient a legal definition of special 
scaffolding; are we correct in our assumption 
that this expenditure is not wholly our 
liability? 

The surveyors have been advised that we 
will definitely submit a claim in this respect.

A.—A legal correspondent writes: The 
inquirer must stand firm on the fact that 
the general clause in the Preliminaries of 
a Bill of Quantities regarding special 
scaffolding for sub-contractors’ use is not 
sufficient to comply with the Principles of 
the Standard Method of Measurement. 


If the special scaffolding required has not 
been fully described together with a full 
description of the details and extent of the 
sub-contractor’s work and ali other relevant 
factors to enable the inquirer to price the 
item in the appropriate Bill, then the claim 
for the cost of this special scaffolding as 
described, is valid. 

It is strongly advised to avoid involvement 
in any discussion or argument concerning 
the respective definitions of ‘ special scaffold- 
ing’ and ‘ working platforms’ as such is not 
the point at issue and would lead only to 
confusion. 

Doubtless ‘FFP’ is a member of the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers and I am confident that their 
legal adviser, if approached, would willingly 
give him all the information he requires.

‘ Period of Final Measurement’ 


Q.—In contemplation of having a house 
built by contract, I have been studying a 
copy of the standard form of Agreement of 
Building Contract which bears the stamp of 
the RIBA. I am unable to understand Clause 
9, which deals with the ‘Period of Final 
Measurement,’ in which it is stated that ‘if 
none other is stated is 3 months from the 
practical completion of the Works.’ It 
seems to have something to do with varia- 
tions (presumably from the specification), 
but I do not understand the term ‘ Period 
of Final Measurement.’ Has it anything to 
do with the rendering of the account when 
the work is complete ? 

Would you be good enough to give me a 
simple practical example of the way in 
which this Clause 9 works. 

HWA. 


A.—The main purpose of this clause is to 
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deal with the pricing of variations, which 
term includes additions to and omissions 
from the contract works. Where quantities 
form part of the contract, the contract works 
will be as shown in the drawings and the 
bills of quantities; where quantities do not 
form part of the contract, the works will be 
as shown in the drawings and specification. 


For example, after a contract for the 
building of a house has been signed, it may 
be decided to vary the front elevation by 
providing bay windows, This variation will 
involve (a) a number of omissions, e.g., so 
many yards of brickwork, the windows 
originally specified, so many yards of inter- 
nal plastering; and (b) a certain amount of 
additional work, e.g., so many yards of 
brickwork, windows to a new design, so 
many yards of internal plastering. All this 
will involve adjustments in the contract 
price, and for this purpose the work must 
be measured. 


Under Clause 24 of the RIBA Form, the 
architect will from time to time issue 
certificates in favour of the contractor show- 
ing the total value of the works properly 
executed and the value of the materials 
delivered on to the site to date. To 
this extent, therefore, the effect of any 
variations will be accounted for in the 
interim certificates. As Messrs. Walker- 
Smith and Close point out in their standard 
work on the RIBA Form, it is not easy to 
reconcile Clause 24 with the requirements 
of Clause 9. But it would seem that the 
period of final measurement is designed to 
give an opportunity to the surveyor to 
check the measurements and valuations 
prior to the preparation of the final account.

PLANNING APPEAL TO 
BE HEARD IN PRIVATE 
MoHLG Decision at Hereford 


A REQUEST by a research chemist to have 
his appeal against a planning decision heard 
in private was granted at Hereford on Feb- 
ruary 5 by the presiding Inspector of the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Government. 

Dr. Peter Garrick, of The Hermitage, 
Canon Pyon, Herefordshire, was appealing 
against Hereford County Council’s refusal 
to allow him to build ten houses near his 
home. In a prepared statement, the Inspec- 
tor, Mr. E. VAUGHAN-NEIL said: * There is 
no question of secrecy’ or preferential treat- 
ment.’ The Minister had decided that his 
duty was to Dr. Garrick. If he insisted on 
holding a public inquiry it might prevent 
Dr. Garrick making any appeal at all. 

When Mr. F. D. Cant, deputy clerk to the 
county council, said the public should know 
what was happening, Dr. GarRICK pro- 
tested: ‘1 wish this appeal to have no pub- 
licity, and if there is any other statement 
made I will withdraw immediately,’ he said, 
adding that publicity was being fostered and 
encouraged by members of the Rural Coun- 
cil for personal and other reasons. 

Recently Mr. Rex Symonps, clerk to 
Hereford Rural Council, said: ‘A private 
inquiry would be no better than holding an 
inquiry behind the Iron Curtain. There is 
wide public interest in this matter because 
Dr. Garrick’s proposals would mean a radical 
change in an area which at the moment :s 
entirely rural.’

He has accord- 
ingly decided to dismiss the appeal. 


PROPOSED RESIDENTIAL 
DEVELOPMENT OF ARKLEY SITE 


Question of Conditions 


AN appeal against conditions imposed by 
the Barnet UDC in permitting the 
development of land at Rowley-lane, Arkley, 
Barnet, has been considered by the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government, 

The proposed development consisted of 
the erection of two detached dwellings, and 
the conditions appealed against were num- 
bers 2, 3 and 4 of the following: 1. Stan- 
dard condition as to approval of details. 
2. One dwelling only to be erected on the 
plot. 3. The dwelling to be set back to a 
building line of 50 ft. 4. No trees or hedge- 
rows to be lopped, topped, felled or grubbed 
up without the prior consent in writing of 
the local planning authority. 

The appeal site, states the Minister in the 
course of his decision, forms an extension 
of the garden of a large house at the north- 
western limit of Arkley, bordering on the 
Green Belt. The area is one of rural charm 
with large houses set well back from the 
common. In view of the prominent position 
of the site, which on the approach from the 
north-west would be the beginning of the 
houses in Arkley, and because of the open 
nature of the surroundings, the Minister 
thinks the Council was right to permit only 
one house. He also agrees with it that 
the position of the site calls for a set-back 
of any house built there, but he would con- 
sider 40 ft. sufficient. While agreeing that 
it is desirable to retain as many trees as 
possible, the Minister considers that the 
proper method of ensuring this is by the 
making of a tree preservation order under 
section 28 and that a condition in the terms 
of that imposed by the Council is not 
acceptable. 

The Minister has therefore decided to 
dismiss the appeal against condition 2 and 
to allow the appeal against condition 4, 
and so far as condition 3 is concerned he 
has decided to allow the appeal to the 
extent that a building line of 40 ft. shall be 
substituted for 50 ft. in the original con- 
dition. 


CONVERSION OF CARSHALTON 
HOUSE INTO FLATS 
Appeal Dismissed 
bby proposed conversion of a house in 
Upland-road, Carshalton, into two self- 
contained flats, planning permission for 
which was refused by the Carshalton UDC, 
has been rejected by the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government on appeal. 

The house comprises a detached two- 
storey residence, with garage, in a pleasant 
suburban road developed in the years be- 
tween the wars. The accommodation com- 
prises four bedrooms, three living rooms, 
kitchen, bath and WCs. 

The Inspector, in his report, says he does 
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not think that conversion of the house 
would in itself have any adverse effect on the 
neighbourhood nor does he think that if 
conversions were freely granted in the 
neighbourhood there would be any serious 
lowering of standards. However, he thinks 
the Council was right to resist conversion 
of a well-planned house of this size, which 
is more suitable for single-family occupa- 
tion and no larger than many new houses 
being built today. He does not accept that 
the small third living room or the lack of 
a downstairs cloak-room are serious draw- 
backs, and even if they were, a simple 
alteration could be carried out compara- 
tively easily. He has recommended that the 
appeal should be dismissed. 

The Minister takes the view that the best 
thing to do with the larger houses built in 
earlier times, now outmoded and no longer 
attractive as single-family dwellings, is to 
convert them into flats and so make the best 
use of the accommodation. Conversion of 
the larger houses can often be carried out 
with relatively little alteration to the exterior 
and good flats provided without cramping 
the internal accommodation and without 
exterior staircases which, in areas not given 
over generally to flats, are sometimes open 
to objection. Nevertheless, in his opinion, 
conversion does tend to alter the character 
of a neighbourhood and, among other 
things, the Council has pointed to the 
possible neglect of gardens where responsi- 
bility is shared. He is not satisfied that 
the appellant’s house is so large or so out- 
dated as to justify permitting a conversion 
which would serve as a precedent for other 
similar houses and so lead to loss of many 
good single-family houses. He has decided, 
therefore, to dismiss the appeal. 


SITE HELD TO BE INADEQUATE 
FOR ERECTION OF BUNGALOW 


PROPOSAL to erect a detached bunga- 

low and garage on a site having a 
frontage of about 17 ft. 6in. to Sandhills- 
road, Reigate, permission for which had been 
refused by the Reigate BC, has been rejected 
by the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government on appeal. 

The appeal site is situated between 36 
and 38 Sandhills-road, on the outside of a 
sharp bend. The front part of the site is 
fairly level and widens to about 48 ft., 66 ft. 
back from the road, The rear part of the 
site is occupied entirely by an embankment 
rising some 40 ft. to the southern boundary. 
At present the site forms part of the garden 
of 36. 

It was submitted on behalf of the Council 
that, because of its restricted frontage, and 
the high bank occupying the rear part, the 
site was too small for the proposed bunga- 
low. The building would be sandwiched 
between the adjoining houses, touching 36 
and only about three ft. from 38. It would 
not fit into its surroundings and would be 
detrimental to the appearance of this part 
of the street. The original planned layout 
of the estate was no longer relevant and 
although the proposed bungalow would not 
infringe the building line then approved it 
would be in advance of the adjoining houses. 
Even ir: this position, the rear of the build- 
ing would be overshadowed by the bank, 
and if it were set further back not only 
would costly excavation be necessary but the 
bungalow would be even more gloomy. 


Moreover, it would still look cramped on 
this narrow plot. 

The Inspector recommends in his report 
that the appeal be dismissed for the reasons 
advanced by the Council. 

The Minister entirely agrees with the 
Council and the Inspector and he accord- 
ingly dismisses the appeal on the grounds 
that the site is too small for the proposed 
bungalow and that its erection would be 
detrimental to the amenity of the adjoining 
properties and of the street in general. 


PERMISSION FOR FARM BUILDINGS 
REJECTED ; : 


HE Minister of Housing and Local 
Government has dismissed the appeal 
of Mr. F. L. Knight against the refusal of 
Esher Council to allow planning permission 
for a farm building and farmhouse at Wood- 
stock-lane, Claygate. Mr. Knight wished to 
develop some 70 acres of land into a first- 
class dairy farm and build a block of modern 
farm buildings in a central position. Manor 
Lodge, at present used as a farmhouse and 
farm buildings, was in a dilapidated condi- 
tion and ‘unsuitable for the owner's needs. 
The Minister considered that safeguarding 
the Green Belt was of primary importance 
and that a new farmhouse and buildings on 
the site should only be permitted if essential 
in the interests of agriculture. The farm 
already had a farmhouse (Manor Lodge). 
After consulting with the Minister of 
Agriculture, the Minister concluded that a 
new centrally situated farmhouse was not 
essential. 


GUILDFORD DEVELOPMENT 
PROPOSAL REFUSED 


AN outline application to develop land 
adjoining Merrow Grange, Epsom-road, 
Guildford, involving the construction of 
roads and the lay-out of 11 plots for residen- 
tial development has been refused by Surrey 
County Planning Committee. 

They have stated that the proposed 
development conflicted with the Surrey 
Development Plan, in which the land is 
defined for educational purposes, and that 
the proposed access from Epsom-road would 
increase traffic hazards. 

Although this application had been refused 
by Guildford Town Council because the 
access was unsatisfactory, they felt that if 
the access problem could be overcome they 
would prefer to see the land developed for 
residential purposes in view of the shortage 
of land available for that purpose. Last 
November the Council decided not to accept 
the additional reason for refusal, that the 
proposal conflicted with the Surrey Develop- 
ment Plan, imposed by the area sub-commit- 
tee, and asked the County Council to revise 
the Development Plan to provide for the resi- 
dential development of the land.

DIRECT LABOUR 


‘ Private Builders Have Nothing 
to Fear’ 


BuILpDeRS had nothing to fear from local 
authorities’ direct labour building depart- 
ments, Mr. J. E. Mason, Coventry Corpora- 
tion’s Building Manager said in Birmingham 
on February 13 when he spoke at the annual 
dinner of the Midland Region of the Insti- 
tute of Municipal Building Management of 
which he is chairman. 

‘Direct labour departments will never be 
able to build everything,” Mr. Mason said. 
‘If they reach 30 per cent. of the local 
authority’s work that is all it will be.” Com- 
petition with private builders was welcomed, 
Mr. Mason went on, and, provided such 
competition was clean, the ratepayers were 
bound to benefit. In Coventry it was said 
that the department received preferential 
treatment because, occasionally, it was neces- 
sary to negotiate contracts for the sake of 
continuity but there were similar negotia- 
tions with private builders. Coventry’s 
capital works programme in the present 
financial year amounted to more than 
£4,500,000, but the proportion carried out by 
direct labour was less than £750,000. 

A direct labour department had to face the 
national and local Press, the auditor and the 
Ministry, continued the speaker. It could 
not make a profit and therefore carry for- 
ward savings in order to reduce estimates 
when competition was keen and could only 
work for the local authority and within its 
boundaries.

REGULATIONS FOR AGRICULTURAL 
BUILDINGS 


J igs Agriculture (Safeguarding of Work- 
places) Regulations, 1958, approved by 
the House of Commons on February 9, 
concern the safeguarding of conditions of 
employment in agricultural buildings. 

Mr. J. B. Gopper, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food, 
said the regulations laid down safety stan- 
dards for floors, including catwalks, fixed 
ladders and stairs. Openings of various kinds 
in walls and floors and also grain pits, stoke- 
holds and furnace pits must be guarded if 
workers ran the risk of falling more than 
5 ft. through or into them. Stairs must be 
properly constructed and must have adequate 
handrails. 

The requirements were all essentially simple 
and the installation of safeguards would not 
be costly. The regulations would not come 
into effect until April 1, 1961. This would 
give employers time to check the state of 
their buildings and perhaps make it possible 
for any necessary alterations to be fitted in 
with work submitted under farm improve- 
ment schemes. 


NUCLEAR INSTALLATIONS BILL 
hae broad purpose of the Nuclear Instal- 
lations (Licensing and Insurance) Bill, 
which has passed through the House of 
Lords and was given a second reading in 
the House of Commons on February 9, is 


to ensure maximum safety in the construction 
and operation of nuclear installations and 


that, should an accident occur, anyone 
damaged thereby should be properly com- 
pensated, 

Mr. REGINALD MAUDLING, Paymaster- 
General, explaining the measure, said that 
installations concerned were likely, first, to 
be those _wned by Government departments 
or the Atomic Energy Authority; secondly, 
installations owned by a nationalised indus- 
try, at present the electricity industry; and, 
thirdly, nuclear reactors or installations 
owned by private enterprise or private 
organisations, 

The present position of the law was not 
fully satisfactory either as regards control 
or liability for damage. The Atomic Energy 
Authority had to obtain planning consent 
for what it did, but there was no code laid 
down by the Government at present for the 
obtaining of planning consent, for the pro- 
vision of safe construction or safe operation, 
The Authority already had absolute liability 
and that was the precedent they were taking 
and applying to privately owned or national- 
ised industry owned reactors. 

Nationalised industries and private enter- 
prise owners of reactors and ether installa- 
tions were subject to planning control and 
were, at any rate theoretically, subject to a 
possible control under existing atomic energy 
legislation. The Government did not consider 
that this possible control was adequate to 
give the kind of regular and definite assur- 
ance needed that reactors were constructed 
and operated in accordance with the highest 
standards of safety. 

The first effect of the Bill was to say that 
no one should construct or operate a reactor 


on any site without a licence from the 
Minister of Power. He would set up an 
inspectorate to advise him and to ensure 
that his licensing sysiem was effective. The 
conditions of the licence would be variable 
according to the circumstances and revocable 
if necessary, and would cover the whole field 
from design and construction through to 
operation and maintenance. 

The Minister intended to set up a nuclear 
safety advisory committee of eminent and 
qualified people who would be able to keep 
them in touch with developments of thought 
in this field. So there would be a full and 
effective control over the construction, opera- 
tion and maintenance of nuclear installations. 
The Prime Minister, in his capacity as 
Minister responsible for these matters, would 
issue a directive to the Atomic Energy 
Authority to co-operate with the licensing 
body and to follow as far as practicable the 
code of practice which the licensing authority 
would establish. 


THE FACTORIES BILL 


NDER the clause of the Factories Bill 

dealing with the prevention of fire, the 
Minister of Labour has in mind that he 
should not only be able to prescribe the 
materials used in the internal construction of 
a factory, but also the separation of rooms, 
the enclosure of hoists and the treatment of 
certain types of building board with fire 
resistant or fire retardant paint. This was 
stated by Mr. RicHarp Woop, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Labour, when 
the standing committee of the House of 
Commons resumed consideration of the Bill 
on February 10. 

The clause provides that the Minister will 
make special regulations about measures to 
be taken to reduce the risk of fire breaking 
out in any factory or of fire and smoke 
spreading in any factory, and, among other 
things, the regulations will prescribe require- 
ments about the internal construction of a 
factory and the materials used in construc- 
tion, 

The committee debated an amendment 
moved by Mr. GERALD NABARRO which 
would have made the clause provide that the 
regulations for any factory brought into use 
after January 1, 1960, excluding factories in 
Scotland, would prescribe standards of either 
or both internal and external building con- 
struction, and the materials used to reduce 
the risk of fire and the spread of fire or 
smoke. The regulations would prohibit or 
restrict the use of materials which did not 
conform to a specified standard of resistance 
to the spread of flame. 

Mr, Nabarro said that fundamentally the 
prevention of fire rested in the character of 
the structure and the purpose of his amend- 
ment was to place firmly in the hands of 
the Minister of Labour the requirement of 
minimum standards in all factory construc- 
tion. When the Building (Scotland) Bill 
reached the Statute book, the Secretary of 
State for Scotland would be able to prescribe 
minimum standards for factory building con- 
struction North of the Border, but South of 
the Border there was no central Government 
legislation, ‘ only a loose, haphazard, inade- 
quate and sloppy form of control purporting 
to be exercised by people who call themselves 
loca] authorities.’ 

The committee also debated an Opposition 
amendment which provided that where 
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materials did not conform to a prescribed 
standard of resistance to spread of flame, 
they should be painted with one or more 
coats of intumescent paint to bring them up 
to the required standard. 

Mr. ALFRED Rosens, the chief Opposition 
spokesman, said Mr. Nabarro’s amendment 
had great merit and the principle should be 
embodied in the Bill. It was also important 
to deal with old factories and try to prevent 
the rapid spread of fire. A great deal of 
research had been put into the matter by the 
chemical industry and, as a consequence, 
intumescent paints could be obtained now 
in a variety of colours so that they would be 
both decorative and protective. The aim of 
both amendments was to ensure that in future 
they did not have industrial buildings with 
grave fire risks. 


Mr. Woop, replying, said there would 
shortly be laid centrally-made building regula- 
tions for Scotland and he went on to point 
out that the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government in reply to a question by Sir 
Alfred Bossom, had recently said he proposed 
to invite the views of the local authority 
organisations, the LCC, interested profes- 
sional bodies and the building industry before 
deciding whether it was desirable to have a 
single set of centrally-made building regula- 
tions for England and Wales, as was proposed 
for Scotland, 

If Mr. Nabarro’s amendment was accepted, 
they would be in the difficult position that 
without waiting for these discussions to bear 
fruit, a multiplicity of local authorities and 
the Minister of Labour would have the 
power to make regulations for the external 
structure of factories. It would be wiser to 
wait for the discussions which the Minister of 
Housing intended to hold, and hope that the 
result would be as fruitful as the present 
action being taken in Scotland. As drafted, 
the clause applied to all factories and the 
Minister of Labour felt he should take 
powers to make regulations for all factories 
because it was in the older factories that the 
greatest danger lay. 

The Opposition amendment was unneces- 
sary because the powers under the clause 
were very wide and in their view it was 
undesirable to lay down in the Bill details 
of regulations. Having had his attention 
drawn to this means of preventing fire 
spreading the Minister should remain free to 
make the best regulations in the prevailing 
circumstances. Were the Minister convinced 
that intumescent paint was desirable, he 
would make the regulations that the Opposi- 
tion wanted him to make. 

Mr. Woop submitted that the laudable 
objectives which Mr, Nabarro had in mind 
were to a certain extent taken care of by 
the plan of the Minister of Housing to have 
the conversations referred to. It would be 
best to await those. 

Mr. NABARRO Said discussions would lead 
nowhere, The Minister should know how 
cantankerous local authorities were in mat- 
ters of this kind. Was the objective that 
there should be an English equivalent of 
the Guest Committee ? Such a committee 
of inquiry was absolutely essential. 

After Mr. Woop had said he was sure 
Mr. Nabarro would know methods by which 
to ask the Minister of Housing when his 
decision was likely to be ready, Mr. Nabarro 
withdrew his amendment. He said his 
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anxiety was that the discussions between the 
Minister of Housing and the local authorities 
would drag on year after year. He would 


lose no opportunity to press the Minister of 
Housing on this important matter. 


CONSTRUCTION WORK AND 
UNEMPLOYMENT 


PPEALS by Labour MPs for more con- 
struction work in areas of high unem- 
ployments were made during a debate on 
unemployment in the House of Commons 
on February 10 and in questions to the 
Prime Minister on February 12. The 
MINISTER OF LaBouR announced in the 
debate that the overall figure of unemploy- 
ment was 620,000 and the percentage 2.8. 
Miss MarGARET HERBISON, a Scottish 
Labour MP, said that London and the South- 
Eastern area, with only one-third the rate of 
unemployment there was in Scotland, had 


under construction about three times the ~ 


amount of factory space as in Scotland. That 
seemed a completely wrong balance in try- 
ing to bring a diversity of industry to those 
areas so dependent on heavy industry. 
Later Mr. Haroitp Fincu similarly com- 
plained that South Wales was still not 
getting a fair proportion of new factories. 

Mr. Boyp-CARPENTER, Minister of Pen- 
sions and National Insurance, said he 
quarrelled with the remarks about exten- 
sions in London and the Home Counties 
and in other areas of full employment. 
Where someone wished to extend an exist- 
ing factory and it was plain that if he was 
not allowed to do so, the extension would 
not be made at all, it did not seem to make 
sense to refuse the certificate. IDCs for 
new work were not permitted in London and 
the Home Counties, but he could not believe 
that it made sense to refuse to allow existing 
industrial plant to have extensions which 
might well be judged necessary by those 
responsible for them in order to make for 
more efficient production. 

It was quite right, and this was their pre- 
sent practice, not to grant certificates for 
entirely new developments, but where they 
were bona fide extensions required for exist- 
ing buildings which would be made in the 
place desired or not at all, it was really 
unsound, unwise and working against the 
efficiency of the economy to refuse a certi- 
ficate. 

During the debate, Mr. JoHN RODGERS, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of 
Trade, said that in 1958 they issued for the 
development areas IDCs covering 84m. sq. 
ft. of factory space. A large part of the 
IDCs in the Greater London area were for 
industries catering for the local market 
which was enormous; for such purposes as 
bakeries, laundries and the like. Whenever 
they thought there was a project for expan- 
sion or development which could be hived 
off and encouraged to go to another place, 
they did their utmost through the regional 
controllers of the Board of Trade and at 
headquarters to bring about this policy. 

In the last two months 63 extensions to 
Government factories in the development 
areas had been authorised. These would 
cost just over £2m. and would provide just 
over 750,000 sq. ft. of factory space. Work 
had already begun. 

He said that the Government were pre- 
pared to consider under the provisions of 
Section 5 of the Distribution of Industry 


Act, 1945, applications from local authori- 
ties in the scheduled development areas for 
grants towards the clearance of derelict sites 
with a view to their subsequent industrial 
use or to improve the amenities of the neigh- 
bourhood. The Minister of Housing and 
Local Government and the Secretary of 
State for Scotland would shortly be inform- 
ing local authorities of the conditions on 
which grants would be available and invit- 
ing them to submit schemes which could be 
completed by March, 1960. 

To questions on February 12, the Prime 
MINISTER Said that 29 extensions to Govern- 
ment factories in the North-East Develop- 
ment area had been authorised in the last 
few weeks and one further case was still 
under consideration. There was also a con- 
siderable amount of privately financed indus- 
trial building going on, and further work 
was expected to start soon. 

Mr. Macmillan added that since about 
July of last year continual increases had 
been made in the public sector of expendi- 
ture. When they came to discuss public 
expenditure for next year it would be seen 
that that, too, would have very substantial 
increases. 


BUILDING (SCOTLAND) BILL 


HEN the Building (Scotland) Bill was 
read the third time in the House of 
Commons on February 11, the Secretary of 
State for Scotland, Mr. JoHN Mactay, said 
that the main task to be pursued once the 
Bill reached the Statute Book was the pre- 
paration of the building standards regula- 
tions—the body of standards which would 
constitute the new building code. 

He explained that the Bill laid down in 
detail the procedure to be followed in 
framing the standards regulations. The 
Building Standards Advisory Committee 
must first be consulted about the proposed 
regulations. A draft of the regulations must 
then be published. This draft would be 
given a wide circulation and full opportunity 
would be provided for representations. Then 
a public inquiry must be held, if that was 
desired by anyone who made representa- 
tions and was dissatisfied. On the initial 
regulations, he would, he thought, hold a 
public inquiry in any case. 

It was very important that there should 
be the fullest opportunity for the expression 
of all relevant points of view before the 
standards regulations were made, he went 
on, and it was because of this that the Bill 
included the specific provisions he had men- 
tioned. ‘ The framing of the regulations 1s, 
of necessity, a major undertaking and while 
I do not make any prophecy, I think that 
it may well take two years to complete the 
work. It will not be until then that the 
new system of building control will begin 
to operate,” he said. 

Mr. Maclay said that as was natural, there 
had been points on which there had been 
disagreement but it was fair to say that the 
principle of the Bill and the large bulk of 
its detaited provisions had commanded 
general approval and support. In drawing 
up the new administrative framework and 
the new procedures embodied in the Bill 
their concern had been to devise arrange- 
ments which were workable and as straight- 
forward as was possible but which would 
have a fuller regard for the rights of the 
individual than was at present the case. 
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Essential Controls 


He said: ‘It is in no sense our purpose 
to complicate matters for the person who 
wishes to put up a building, but we need 
to have a system which is effective in rela- 
tion to the proper purposes in building 
control, which are the health, safety and 
convenience of everyone. We believe that 
the Bill will provide a sound basis for the 
necessary procedural regulations.’ 

It was his intention that all these 
procedural matters would be discussed in 
exhaustive detail with the local authorities 
before regulations were framed and he had 
already told the local authority associations 
that he proposed to set up a joint working 
party. 

Turning to complaints by some Opposi- 
tion MPs that the Bill was being rushed 
through, Mr. Maclay said that since the 
Guest Report was published in October, 
1957, there had been fairly extensive dis- 
cussions with a wide variety of organisa- 
tions and bodies including the local authority 
organisations. He was rather surprised to 
be attacked on the speed with which they 
had acted on what was an important Bill 
for everybody, since normally the charge 
against a Government was that it was far 
too slow. 

For the Opposition, Mr. A. WoopsurN, a 
former Secretary of State for Scotland, said 
that they did not complain only of speed. 
They were led to believe there was undue 
haste but he was glad to have Mr. Maclay’s 
assurance that the normal procedures of con- 
sulting the local authorities had been fol- 
lowed before the draft of the Bill was pre- 
sented to the House. 

The Bill was important, he said, in that 
it laid down a national standard. The old 
days of the local builder seemed to be pass- 
ing. He knew all his local standards and 
knew all the local habits. Indeed, nobody 
else knew them and he had almost a mono- 
poly of knowledge about local standards. 
Now there were vast empires in building, 
people who built on a large scale over the 
whole of Scotland. It was becoming an 
obstacle for organisations dealing with things 
on a large scale that they had to have a vast 
reference system in order to find out what 
the local standards were in every respect. As 
a result there was often lack of standardisa- 
tion. 

‘One thing we all want is a reduction in 
building costs, he commented. ‘There is 
something here which always surprises me. 
I used to think that once one brought engi- 
neers and mass organisation to bear on the 
building of houses, one would be able to 
reduce the cost. The curious feature about 
building is that some of the old builders, 
who build according to the old-fashioned 
methods, can beat the big organisations on 
price. I have never been able to discover 
why.’ 

He said that when they were questioning 
builders about the time they were taking to 
build houses, they made the surprising. dis- 
covery that practically no builders in Scot- 
land had any idea of the number of man- 
hours it took to build a house. That would 
be inconceivable in any other type of indus- 
try. 

There is a sort of haphazard genius about 
it,” he declared. ‘They build a brick wall 
and then knock holes in it to put the pipes

OTHER BUSINESS 


Glasgow Overspill 


Mr. Woopsurn asked the Secretary of 
State for Scotland on February 10, what 
representations he had received against his 
declared- policy for dealing with Glasgow 
overspill; and whether he would balance any 
complaint about costs against the necessity 
and desirability of securing a suitable re- 
location of population and industry in 
Scotland, 

Mr. J. Nixon Browne, Under-Secretary, 
Scottish Office: ‘The Secretary of State has 
received no formal representations though 
he is aware that there are different views 
about the economic and social implications. 
Full consideration will be given to all views 
but the overriding consideration must be that 
people cannot be condemned to live indefi- 
nitely under the shocking conditions in which 
they are now living in Central Glasgow. 
Since the report of the Clyde Valley 
Regional Planning Committee in 1946 it 
has been known that overspill is the only 
solution.” 

He added that the suitable location of 
population and industry was more than a 
Glasgow problem. The department wel- 
comed the foresight and enterprise shown 
by so many local authorities. 

Mr. HANNAN asked what representations 
had been received from local authorities and 
other interested bodies concerning the pro- 
posal to build a new town at Finnich Toll, 
Stirlingshire. 

Mr. Nixon Browne: ‘ Two local authori- 
ties have lodged objections and one has 
asked that its interest should be noted. In 
addition, numerous representations have 
been received from other bodies and private 
sources, The application for planning per- 
mission in principle has been teferred to the 
Secretary of State to decide. He will not 
decide this until after a public inquiry. For 
this purpose he has asked the promoters for 
a fuller statement of their proposals, and 
this will be made available to interested 
parties in advance of the inquiry.’ 


Factories in the North-East 


Sir D. Eccres, President of the Board of 
Trade, stated in a written reply on February 
9 that the number of factory extensions 
authorised in the North-East Development 
Area was now 25, located at Team Valley, 
Gateshead (8), West Hartlepool (3), Spenny- 
moor (2), West Chirton (2), Shildon (1), 
South Shields (2), Aycliffe (5) and Bede, 
Jarrow (2). 





‘ Design Centre’s Success’ 


Mr. MICHAEL CLARK HUTCHINSON asked 
the President of the Board of Trade whether 
he was aware of the success of the Design 
Centre in the Haymarket, London; and if 
he would approach the Council of Industrial 
Design with a view to getting a similar centre 
established in Edinburgh. 

Mr. JouHn Ropcers, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, replied on February 10.— I am cer- 
tainly aware of the success of the Design 
Centre in London; indeed I visited it yester- 
day. There is already a Design Centre in 
Glasgow which was opened in 1957 and this 
should cater for the needs of those interested 
in good design throughout Scotland.’ 


Hospital Building, Wales 


Mr. Gower asked the Minister of Health, 
on February 9, what increase he would sanc- 
tion in the next financial year and at what 
cost, in hospital building and repair, in par- 
ticular parts of Wales where unemployment 
was above the average level for the United 
Kingdom. 

Mr. WALKER-SMITH: ‘It is proposed that 
£1,947,000 should be spent on capital 
development of hospitals in Wales in 1959-60 
compared with £1,593,000 in 1958-59. In 
allocating this money, the Welsh Regional 
Hospital Board must have first regard to 
hospital needs but of the amount to be 
made available for 1959-60, £811,000 is for 
the development of hospitals in areas where 
the level of unemployment is above the 
national average. This compares with a 
figure of £638,000 in 1958-59.’ 


Public Works, Scotland 


Mr. Grimonp asked the Secretary of State 
for Scotland, on February 10, in view of 
the relaxation, in various directions, of the 
restrictions in borrowing for capital pur- 
poses, what fresh direction he was issuing 
to local authorities or public boards who 
had schemes awaiting finance. 

Mr, NIALL MACPHERSON, Under-Secretary, 
Scottish Office: *‘ The Secretary of State has 
already made it clear to looal authorities 
and public boards that he would consider 
sympathetically the bringing forward of 
capital projects which could be completed 
by the end of 1959, especially in areas where 
unemployment is high, and he is glad to say 
that as a result of their response it is now 
expected that works to the amount of about 
£74m. will be carried out.’ 


Office Building in Central London 


Mrs. Lena Jecer asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, on 
February 10, what was the total area of new 
office building in Central London completed 
since the war; what was the area now in 
process of construction; what was the area 
for which he had given town planning con- 
sent for future erection; and what he esti- 
mated to be the total working population 
thus provided for. 

Mr. Brooke: ‘The primary responsi- 
bility for granting permission for new office 
buildings in the County of Lendon rests 
with the LCC as planning authority, and not 
with me. No recent figures are yet available, 
but at January 31, 1956, some 8,334,000 
sq. ft. of new office space had been provided 
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in the central area since the war, and some 
9,877,000 sq. ft. were under construction. 

‘I understand that by mid-1957 the per- 
missions granted for new office building in 
Central London amounted to 40,393,000 
sq. ft. If all the outstanding permissions 
were implemented, accommodation could 
be provided in total for about 270,000 
workers; but since some of the new building 
involves the replacement or improvement 
of existing offices, the net increase of em- 
ployment in Central London would be con- 
siderably less than this.’ 


Kingsway - Embankment Underpass 

Mr. HAROLD WATKINSON, the Minister of 
Transport, in a written reply on February 11, 
indicated that two alternative proposals were 
now under consideration by the LCC, at the 
instance of the London and Home Counties 
Traffic Advisory Committee, to provide an 
underpass for traffic between the Embank- 
ment and Kingsway. 


Restrictions Upon Land Use 


Sik ALFRED Bossom asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government if he would 
introduce legislation to ensure that, where 
authorities were empowered to place restric- 
tions upon the use of land, intending pur- 
chasers of such land were automatically 
informed of such restrictions before any 
binding transaction took place. 

Mr. Bevins, Parliamentary Secretary, 
wrote in reply on February 11.—‘ All land, 
except that held by the Crown, is now sub- 
ject to the restriction that permission is 
required for its development. The develop- 
ment plans of the local planning authorities 
show broadly what permissions are likely to 
be obtainable, and as far as I am aware it is 
now well known that an intending purchaser 
should examine the provisions of the rele- 
vant plan, and indeed is well advised to seek 
permission for what he wants to do before 
completing a contract to buy. On present 
information, the Minister is not persuaded 
that further statutory provision is neces- 
sary.” 


Revaluation for Rates 


Mr. Pace asked the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government on February 11 if he 
would make a statement about the next 
revaluation for rates. 

Mr. BROOKE wrote in reply.—* Under the 
existing law, new valuation lists for local 
rates are due to come into force in England 
and Wales in April, 1961, with all properties 
assessed on the basis of current market 
rentals, whereas at present residential pro- 
perty is assessed on the 1939 basis and all 
other property on the 1956 basis. The 
Valuation Office have advised, however, that 
in respect of residential property there is 
not and will not be sufficient evidence of 
open market rentals available in time to 
form the basis of a reliable revaluation by 
1961. The Government therefore propose 
to defer the general revaluation for two 
years, and a short Bill for the purpose, 
limited to England and Wales, will be intro- 
duced at an early date.’

The Humber Bridge Bill received a second 
reading in the House of Commons on Feb- 
ruary 11.

CANADA.—The Public Bills Committee 
of the Legislature has approved the creation 
of a rail and port centre 300 miles north 
east of Quebec City. The new settlement 
will be known as Port Cartier and be 
situated on the St. Lawrence River. 

Cost of a new highway from Montreal to 
the Laurentian Mountains may exceed ay 
. . A new railway is being planned, i 
the Northwest Territories, from eiechere 
Alberta to Great Slave Lake. The 
Ontario Provincial Government is consider- 
ing the extension of the Ontario Northland 
Railway, south about 75 miles to Parry 
Sound from North Bay... .Further develop- 
ment of the Lakehead, as an outlet for 
western products, after the opening of the 
St. Lawrence Seaway, is being considered by 
the Canadian Lakehead Association which 
has been formed by Alberta, Saskatchewan, 
Manitoba and Ontario....Canada Liquid 
Air Co., Ltd., is seeking approval to build 
western Canada’s first hydrogen-producing 
plant in Edmonton, Alberta. Plans call for 
a single-storey, 40-ft., sq., cement block 

building costing around $100,000. 
The Royal Canadian Air Force has called 
for tenders for 100 housing units near 
Comox jet base. The $im. project is 
expected to start next month. Plans 
have been announced in Alberta for the first 
stage of the Government's five-year develop- 
ment scheme which will include construction 
of 52 homes, and a major road programme. 
A 14-storey office building, chiefly 
for Trans-Canada electronic reservation 
system, is to be built on Bloor-street West, 
Toronto, Ontario, Completion is scheduled 
for 1960. Plans have been ap- 
proved for a $lm. housing project in 
Beverly, Alberta. Six construction com- 
panies will build the houses. The 
Quebec Hydro Commission is planning to 
build a 24-storey headquarters building at 
Dorchester-street, Montreal. The 350-ft. 
building will include an underground sub- 
station. The Government is to 
spend $15 billion on the nation’s traffic 
arteries during the next 10 years. 


NIGERIA.—Costain (West Africa) have 
been awarded a contract valued at more than 
£200,000 to build an extension to the Oji 
River power station for the Electricity Cor- 
poration of Nigeria. The work is expected 
to be completed by the early summer of 1960. 
Consulting civil engineers are Coode & Part- 
ners, and the electrical and mechanical con- 
sultants are Preece, Cardew & Rider. 


PGLAND.—A steel and non-ferrous metal 
foundry is to be built in Pruszcz near 
Gdansk, a chain and anchor factory in 
Tezew and a co-operative ship-chandlery in 
Malbork.

Paisley-Centre Plan 

PaisLey Town Councit is planning the 
redevelopment of the central area of the 
town with the bridging of the River Cart 
between Abercorn and St. James bridges as 
a major feature.
